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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE TOWN MEETING 
JANUARY 27, 1944 


Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served according 
to law upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass. 
by William H. Rogers, Constable of said Town, notices having 
been sent by mail by the Town Clerk seven days before the day 
of the meeting to the Town Meeting Members elected and quali- 
fied to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town Meeting 
Members met in the Town Hall in said Town on Thursday, Jan- 
uary 27, 1944 at 7.45 o’clock in the evening. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was 
used at the entrance to the meeting place and was in charge of 
Fred H. Scholl and William Scanlon, Election Officers. The list 
contained the names of two hundred fourteen (214) Town Meet- 
ing Members qualified to vote and participate in Town Meetings 
in Winchester. 

The check list filed with the Town Clerk at the close of the 
meeting showed that one hundred thirty-five (135) Town Meet- 
ing Members attended the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by Joseph W. Worthen, 
Moderator, at 7.56 o’clock P.M. 

The Moderator read the warrant and the Constable’s Re- 
turn of the Warrant. 

Mr. Joseph W. Worthen, Moderator, spoke of the recent 
changes in the personnel of the Board of Selectmen caused by 
the death of Daniel A. Murray and the entrance into the United 
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States Navy of William J. Speers, Jr. and Philip P. Wadsworth, 
and of the consent of former Selectman Donald Heath and for- 
mer Selectman Elliott F. Cameron to be drafted for service on 
the Board in place of those who entered the Service of the 
United States Navy. 


VOTED, That we, the representatives of all the citizens of 
Winchester, in Town Meeting assembled, in tribute to Daniel A. 
Murray, late Selectman of Winchester, express and record our 
appreciation of and our enduring gratitude for the kindness of 
his character, the warmth of his friendship, and the unselfish — 
loyalty of his service to the Town. 


VoTED, That we, the representatives of all the citizens of 
Winchester, in Town Meeting assembled, send our cordial greet- 
ings to Lieutenant William J. Speers, Jr. and Lieutenant Philip. 
P..Wadsworth, recently Selectmen of Winchester, and wish them 
Godspeed, and an early and safe return to the Town which they 
have loved and served so well. 


VOTED, That we, the representatives of all the citizens of 
Winchester, in Town Meeting assembled, express to Selectmen 
Donald Heath and Elliott F. Cameron our appreciation of their 
unselfish willingness, in these busy and trying times, to under- 
take the exacting duties and responsibilities of membership in 
the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will take any action relative 
to providing additional salary or compensation for elected and 
appointed officers and employees of the Town as a temporary 

aeasure to meet increased living costs in the present emergency, 
and will raise and appropriate money therefor. 


MOVED AND SECONDED, That for the purposes of oaeiieaae! 
the salaries and wages of town officers and employees to the 
increased scale of living costs in the present emergency the sum 
of Ninety-five Thousand Dollars ($95,000) is heréby appropri- 
ated to provide temporary extra compensation for services ren- 
dered and labor performed by them in the current financial year. — 

Payments from said sum are hereby authorized to be made 
to all regular officers and employees of the town in addition to 
the salary or wages payable to them respectively for each pay- — 
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roll period, at the rate of twenty-six dollars ($26) per month to 
those paid monthly or semi-monthly and at the rate of six dol- 
lars ($6) per week to those paid weekly, or a proportionate part 
_ of either of said sums for a part of a month or a week as the 
case may be, and to part time officers and employees, hereby 
defined for the purposes hereof as those whose services to or 
employment by the town is occasional or temporary or those who 
being regularly in the service or employment of the town are not 
in such service or employment on a full time basis, twenty per- 
centum (20%) of the amounts payable to them respectively in 
each payroll period but not in excess of the amounts payable to 
regular officers and employees. 

Said payments are hereby authorized to be continued as 
departmental expense during the interval between the thirty- 
first day of December, 1944 and the time of making the next 
annual appropriation, under and subject to the provisions of 
Section 13 of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, but the action 
hereby taken, or taken by authority hereof, shall not be con- 
strued as permanently increasing salaries or wages, nor shall 
payments hereunder be deemed to be part of the regular compen- 
sation of any town officer or employee. 


VOTED, That the following motion offered by the Finance 
Committee be substituted for the previous motion offered by the 
Selectmen: 


MOVED, That the sum. of seventy-three thousand dollars 
($73,000) be and is hereby appropriated to provide extra com- 
pensation in the form of temporary wage adjustment for services 
rendered and labor performed by town officers and employees 
during the current financial year to meet increased living costs 
in the present emergency. 

Payments from-said sum are hereby authorized to be made 
to all officers and employees of the town, in amounts equal to 
twenty percentum (20%) of the salary or wages payable to them 
respectively provided, however, that; 

Said temporary wage adjustment shall not apply to that 
part of any salary which is in excess of the rate of thirteen 


~ hundred dollars ($1300) per annum or wages in excess of twen- 


ty-five dollars ($25) per week; 
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It shall not apply to overtime or bonus payments made by 
the town; . 

No temporary wage adjustment payment shall be made to 
any officer or employee unless he shall have been in the service 
or employ of the town continuously for at least four (4) weeks 
immediately prior thereto; 

Temporary wage adjustment payments shall be ede by 
separate checks once a month to officers and employees whose 
regular compensation is payable monthly or semi-monthly and 
once in every four weeks to all others, except that upon termina- 
tion of the services or employment of an officer or employee final 
payment may be made to him at the end of the next regular 
payroll period. 

Said payments are hereby authorized to be continued as 
departmental expense during the interval between the thirty- 
first day of December, 1944 and the time of making the next 
annual appropriation, under and subject to the provisions of 
Section 13 of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, but the action 
hereby taken, or taken by authority hereof, shall not be con- 
strued as permanently increasing salaries or wages, nor shall 
payments hereunder be deemed to be part of the regular com-~ 
pensation of any town officer or employee. 


VoTED, That the sum of seventy-three thousand dollars 
($73,000) be and is hereby appropriated to provide extra com- 
pensation in the form of temporary wage adjustment, for ser- 
vices rendered and labor performed by town officers and employ- — 
ees during the current financial year to meet increased living 
costs in the present emergency. 

Payments from said sum are hereby authorized to be made 
to all officers and employees of the town, in amounts equal to 
twenty percentum (20%) of the salary or wages payable to them 
respectively provided, however, that; 

Said temporary wage adjustment shall not apply to that 
part of any salary which is in excess of the rate of thirteen hun- 
dred dollars ($1800) per annum or wages in excess of twenty- 
five dollars ($25) per week; : 

It shall not apply to overtime or bonus payments made by 
the town; 

No temporary wage adjustment payment shall be made to 
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any officer or employee unless he shall have been in the service 
or employ of the town continuously for at least four (4) weeks 
immediately prior thereto; 

Temporary wage adjustment payments shall be made by 
separate checks once a month to officers and employees whose 
regular compensation is payable monthly or semi-monthly and 
once in every four weeks to all others, except that upon termina- 
tion of the services or employment of an officer or employee final 
payment may be made to him at the end of the next regular 
payroll period. 

Said payments are hereby authorized to be continued as 
departmental expense during the interval between the thirty- 
first day of December, 1944 and the time of making the next 
annual appropriation, under and subject to the provisions of 
Section 13 of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, but the action 
hereby taken, or taken by authority hereof, shall not be con- 
strued as permanently increasing salaries or wages, nor shall 
payments hereunder be deemed to be part of the regular com- 
pensation of any town officer or employee. 


RESOLVED, That WHEREAS the computation of the extra 
compensation, known as temporary wage adjustment, voted to 
Town Officers and employees to help them meet the increased 
cost of living in the present emergency, is guided by using as a 
base of 100, the years 1936 through 1940 five-year quarterly 
average cost of living index for the City of Boston, as set forth 
by the United States Department of Labor, and WHEREAS the 
increase in the cost of living in subsequent years may be more 
or less than the amount existing at this time when the present 
calculation is made: 

NOW THEREFORE it is the sense of this meeting that such 
temporary wage adjustments as may be made hereafter during 
the present emergency should be guided in making the per- 
centage rate of adjustment by the same 1936-1940 base five-year 
index period of Boston of the U.S. Department of Labor Statis- 
tics, as is mentioned above, and furthermore such temporary 
- wage adjustments should be guided as to rates and amounts of 
wages and payments to which temporary wage adjustments may 
apply, by the top limit of $1300 voted at this meeting of the 
town.

ANNUAL REPRESENTATIVE TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 16, 1944 


Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served according 
to law upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass. 
by William H. Rogers, Constable of said Town, notices having 
been sent by mail by the Town Clerk seven days before the day 
of the meeting to the Town Meeting Members elected and qual- 
ified to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town Meeting 
Members met in the Town Hall in said Town on Thursday, 
March 16, 1944 at 7:45 o’clock in the evening.

| SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE TOWN MEETING 
MAY 18, 1944 | 


Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served according 
to law upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., 
by William H. Rogers, Constable of said Town, notices having 
been sent by mail by the Town Clerk seven days before the day of 
the meeting to the Town Meeting Members elected and qualified 
to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers met in the Town Hall in said Town on Thursday, May 18, 
1944 at 7.45 o’clock in the evening. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used 
at the entrance to the meeting place and was in charge of Fred 
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H. Scholl and Edward G. MacDonald, Election Officers. The list 
contained the names of two hundred twenty-three (223) Town 
Meeting Members qualified to vote and participate in Town 
Meetings in Winchester. 

The Check list filed with the Town Clerk at the close of the 
meeting showed that one hundred sixty-one (161) Town Meet- 
ing Members attended the meeting. | 

The meeting was called to order by Joseph W. Worthen, 
Moderator, at 7.50 o’clock P.M. 

The Moderator spoke in behalf of the Red Cross of the need 
of more blood donors in connection with the present war in 
order to meet the quota which has been set for Winchester and 
then introduced Corporal Frank D. Marabella, now in the Ma- 
rines, with a service record at Guadalcanal and other Southwest 
Pacific battle areas, who spoke upon the great necessity for in- 
creasing Winchester’s contributions to the blood donor bank of 
the Red Cross in Boston and urged the citizens to give their 
blood at once while it is so urgently needed to save the lives of 
men in battle areas. 


VOTED, That the reading of the Warrant including the Ar- 
ticles and the Constable’s Return of the Warrant be waived. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the town will authorize and appropri- 
ate a sum of money for the expense of a survey of the public 
schools. |

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QUESTION NO. 1 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Shall an amendment to the constitution to provide for a Fair, 
Concise Summary, instead of a Description, of Each Proposed 
Amendment to the Constitution and Each Law submitted to the 
People, under the Initiative and the Referendum, and Certain 
Changes relative to the Filing of Initiative Petitions which is further 
described as follows:— 

This amendment amends Article XLVIII of the Amendments to 
the Constitution by striking out section three under the heading 
“The Initiative. II. Initiative Petitions” and inserting in place 
thereof a new section which provides,— 


That an initiative petition for a constitutional amendment or a 
law shall first be signed by ten qualified voters of the Commonwealth 
and shall be submitted to the Attorney General not later than the 
first Wednesday of the August before the assembling of the General 
Court into which it is to be introduced. It may be filed with the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth if the Attorney General shall certify 
that the measure and its title are in proper form and that it is not, 
affirmatively or negatively, substantially the same as any measure 
which has been qualified for submission or submitted to the people 
at either of the two preceding biennial state elections, and that it 
contains only subjects not excluded from the popular initiative and 
which are related or which are mutually dependent. 


_ The Secretary shall provide blanks for the use of subsequent 
signers. He shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise sum- 
mary of the proposed measure, as determined by the Attorney 
General as it will appear upon the ballot, together with the names 
and residences of the first ten signers. All such petitions, with the 
first ten signatures attached, shall be filed with the Secretary not 
earlier than the first Wednesday of the September before the as- 
sembling of the Legislature into which they are to be introduced, and 
the remainder of the required signatures shall be filed not later than 
the first Wednesday of the following December. 


Section 3 of that part of said Article XLVIII under the heading 
“The Referendum. III. Referendum Petitions.” is also amended by 
striking out the second sentence of such section and inserting in 
place thereof provisions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for 
the use of signers of a referendum petition on a law requesting that 
the operation of such law be suspended subsequent to the -first ten 
signers and shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise sum- 
mary of the proposed law as determined by the Attorney General 
as it will appear upon the ballot, together with the names and resi- 
dences of the first ten signers. 4 


Section 4 of that part of said Article XLVIII under the heading 
“The Referendum. III. Referendum Petitions.”, is also amended by 
striking out the third sentence of such section and inserting in place 
thereof provisions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for the 
use of signers subsequent to the first ten signers of a referendum 
petition asking for the repeal of an emergency law or of a law 
which takes effect because the referendum petition does not contain 
a request for suspension, and shall print at the top of each blank a 
fair, concise summary of the proposed law as such summary will 
appear on the ballot together with the names and residences of the 
first ten signers. 
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Article XLVIII is further amended by striking out subheading 
“III. Form of Ballot” and subheading “IV. Information for Voters” 
under the heading “General Provisions” and inserting in place 
thereof new subheadings III and IV, which provide, respectively: 


III. FORM OF BALLOT 


A fair, concise summary of each proposed amendment to the 
Constitution and each law submitted to the people, as determined 
by the Attorney General shall be printed on the ballot. The Secre- 
tary shall give each question a number and cause such question, ex- 
cept as otherwise authorized in said article of amendment, to be 
printed on the ballot in the following form: 

In the case of an amendment to the constitution: Do you approve 
of the adoption of an amendment to the constitution summarized be- 
low, (here state, in distinctive type, whether approved or disap- 
proved by the general court, and by what vote thereon) ? Yes.—No.

In the case of a law: Do you approve of a law summarized be- 
low, (here state, in distinctive type, whether approved or disap- 
proved by the general court, and by what vote thereon) ?

other arguments for and against the measure,—

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE THE 
APPLICABILITY OF STATE CIVIL SERVICE 
LAW TO LABOR FORCE OF 
WINCHESTER TOWN DEPARTMENTS 


This Committee was appointed by the Town Moderator in 
accordance with the following vote passed at the annual repre- 
sentative town meeting on March 16, 1944: 


“VoTED: That a committee is hereby established to consist 
of five registered voters of the town to be appointed by the 
Moderator, to consider and report upon the applicability of 
the Civil Service Law to the labor force of the town, the 
operation and effect thereof if applicable or made applicable 
to said force, and the action necessary to be taken for the 
purpose of bringing the labor service of the town within 
the operation of the Civil Service Law.” 


INVESTIGATION 


The Massachusetts Civil Service Law, known as General 
Laws, Chapter 31, if accepted by the Town at the Annual Town 
Meeting, would, with the exception of elected officers, school 
teachers and officials and the heads of Town departments, provide 
for the selection and employment of practically all Town em- 
ployees from selected lists prepared by the Civil Service Com- 
mission. To restrict the applicability of the State Civil Service 
Law to only the labor force of the Town would require a special 
act of the Legislature. If such legislation were passed it would 
restrict the employment of men in the labor force to those men 
who, in the discretion of the Commissioners, have met by written 
examination or otherwise their standards for the particular job 
classification, the details of which are contained in the various 
rules and regulations of the State Civil Service Department. | 

One of the pamphlets published by the Massachusetts Civil 
Service Commission points out that the general purposes of the 
Civil Service Law are to secure competent persons for public 
work, avoid the undesirable effects of the spoils system, and the 
embarrassment to municipal department heads resulting from 
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social, religious and political pressure in the selection and 
handling of employees. 

Your Committee held several meetings and investigated the 
effects of the Civil Service Law in those cities and towns where 
its provisions have been accepted as to the laboring groups. 
Two officials of the State Civil Service Department, one of whom _ 
is Mr. Thomas J. Greehan, the present Director of Civil Service, 
attended one of the meetings and explained in detail the opera- 
tion of the system as it would apply to Winchester. It became 
apparent from the investigation and discussion of the subject 
with these officials that the abuses and inefficient administrations 
in municipal departments in the larger communities and cities 
throughout the State which the Civil Service Law was designed 
to correct, do not exist in Winchester. 


CONCLUSION 


The Committee unanimously concluded that the present 
Civil Service Law should not be accepted by the Town of Win- 
chester for the following reasons: 

1. That the purposes for which the law was enacted do not 

apply to those departments of the Town in which the 
labor force is employed. . 

2. That its adoption would create duplication of employment 
in the several departments and inefficient use of labor, 
skilled and otherwise, if the department heads were com- 
pelled to meet the narrow and strict job classifications 
set up by the State Commission. 

5. That it would tend to protect the uncooperative type of 
employee who nevertheless barely meets the minimum 
requirements of his particular job. , 

4. That it would lead to the danger of disputes over techni- 
calities involved in the termination of employment, giving 
rise in many instances to court cases, all to the detriment 
of the Town. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


As a result of discussions with the representatives of the 
labor forces in the various Town departments, the Committee 
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was informed that in the event it did not approve of the accept- 
ance of the State Civil Service Law by the Town for such group, 
it was the earnest desire of the labor group that there be a 
standardization of those working conditions in their various 
departments dealing with vacations, holidays and sick leave. 
The Committee has been informed by the Town Counsel that 
the vote creating it at the last annual Town Meeting was broad 
enough to include any recommendation that it might wish to 
make pertaining to improvements in the working conditions of 
the labor forces of the Town. As a result of careful study we 
found that there were no uniform provisions for vacations, holi- 
days and sick leave among the various departments employing 
labor personnel, as was found to be the case in many other towns. 

To promote the spirit and efficiency of the laboring forces 
in the various Town departments, the Committee recommends 
the adoption of the following program: 

There should be a standardized system of benefits covering 
the laboring force of all Town departments. 


I. Permanent Labor Force. 


(a) Each man shall have two weeks’ vacation with pay 
in each calendar year, as provided by Massachu- 
setts General Laws, Chap. 41, sec. 111, and amend- 
ments thereto (originally Acts of 1914, Ch. 217), 
which was accepted by the Town in 1914. 


. (b) All such employees shall be paid for all of the State 
legal holidays. 


(c) Twelve days’ sick leave shall be given each per- 
manent man in each calendar year with full pay, 
except to the extent that, in any case when such 
employee is suffering from an illness or injury 
covered by Workmen’s Compensation (Mass. Gen- 
eral Laws, Chap. 152), he shall be paid the differ- 
ence between his regular wage and the amount 
which he is entitled to receive under the provisions 
of the Massachusetts Workmen’s Compensation 
Act. In order to qualify for sick leave benefits, 
such employee must have a sickness or injury in- 
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capacitating him for at least three days, certified 
by a physician, his pay then to be retroactive to 
and including his first day of absence from work. 
The unused portion of each year’s sick leave shall 
accumulate over a period not to exceed three years. 


Il. Part Time Labor Force. 


These men shall, while in the employ of the Town, have the 
same benefits as the permanent men, but with definite limits 
based upon their period of employment in the calendar year.

If such an employee has been in the Town’s employ 
for 32 weeks in the aggregate during the preceding 
calendar year, he becomes subject to the provisions | 
of Mass. General Laws, Chap 41, sec. 111, and 
amendments thereto which provides that Town 
laborers, skilled or unskilled who have worked 32 
weeks in the aggregate during the preceding calen- 
dar year, shall be entitled to two weeks’ vacation 
with pay. 


If such an employee has been in the Town’s employ 
for 32 weeks in the aggregate during the preceding 
calendar year, he shall be granted the same holiday 
benefits as the permanent force. | 


Upon completing four weeks’ continuous and suc- 
cessive service, a temporary or part-time employee 
shall be granted sick leave with pay at the rate of 
one day for each four weeks successive and continu- 
ous employment, and otherwise come under the 
same provisions of the sick benefit plan as the per- 
manent men. 


In proposing the above uniform program for sick benefits, 
holiday pay and vacations for the Town laboring ‘force, your 
Committee has endeavored to put it on a basis similar to many 
plans which are being successfully administered in many indus- 
trial and commercial corporations and enterprises. The fairest 
result to all of the laboring men affected is the goal to be 


achieved. 
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Your Committee recommends that this plan be administered 
and coordinated uniformly by the Board of Selectmen and the 
heads of the various Town departments or boards that employ 
labor.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TOWN DUMP 


At the Annual Representative Town Meeting held: March 
16, 1944 the Moderator was authorized to appoint a committee 
of five to make recommendations relative to the dumping or dis- 
posal of ashes, rubbish, or waste material. 

This committee made a report which resulted in a vote at 
a Special Representative Town Meeting held May 25, 1944 that 
certain land be purchased by the Town of Winchester, which 
land was subsequently purchased. 

In the Warrant for the said Special Town Meeting Article 
6 read as follows: 


“Article 6. To see if the town will construct an incinerator 

- or provide other means for the disposal of ashes and other 
refuse; determine the location or locations therefor ; author- 
ize the use of any land owned by the town or the acquisition 
by purchase, eminent domain or otherwise of other land or 
rights or.easements in land therefor; raise and appropriate 
money for any of such purposes and determine in what 
manner the money shall be raised and expended; or take 
any action relating to any of the foregoing.” 


Action on this Article was as follows: 


“VOTED, That the . . . committee be requested to continue 
its investigation and to report at a future town meeting. 
“VOTED, That the subject matter of Article 6 be referred to 
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the Committee on Town Dump for consideration and investi- 
gation and that the committee be requested to file with the 
Selectmen a report with estimates of the costs of construc- 
tion and maintenance in season to be included in the annual 
‘reports of Town Officers for the current year.” 


Complying with this vote the committee has made additional 
investigation relative to refuse disposal, with particular refer- 
ence to methods used in other municipalities and results obtained 
under different methods. These investigations have been by 
personal visits at disposal plants, by correspondence with munici- ~ 
pal authorities, consultation with representatives of the State 
Dept. of Health and by examination of reports made by persons 
employed in an advisory and executive capacity as sanitary 
engineer for the U.S. War Dept. 

In the solution of the problem of waste disposal the principal 
object is to obtain the desired result in the most sanitary manner, 
and also to the satisfaction of the householder and at the least 
expense to the taxpayer. 

The Committee concludes that there are now two acceptable 
methods of refuse disposal, one being by dumping, spreading, 
compacting and covering the refuse without burning known as 
the “Sanitary Fill Method’, the other being the burning of the 
refuse in specially constructed incinerators. 

Regarding the method whereby all combustible refuse is 
burned, this method, while entirely sanitary when properly car- 
ried out, is expensive in both first cost and in annual expense. 
The Committee secured estimates of the cost of an incinerator of 
suitable capacity for the Town of Winchester and the estimates 
varied from thirty eight thousand ($38,000.00) to fifty thousand — 
dollars ($50,000.00). | | 

There is good reason to doubt if priority would be granted 
by the federal authorities for the purchase at this time of ma- 
terials necessary for an incinerator. Furthermore in all munici- 
palities where refuse is burned the municipality collects the 
refuse with town trucks, the combustible material on one day 
and the incombustible material on another day, and the author- 
ities in charge in these municipalities maintained that this is 
absolutely necessary. Hence the initial cost is large and in 
addition the annual expense is large as at least three men in 
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addition to the foreman or caretaker would be necessary at all 
times at the incinerator. There is also the annual expense of 
trucks, drivers and laborers used for collecting refuse, the 
aggregate of all of which would be thousands of dollars annually. 

Furthermore, wherever incinerators are used a ‘‘dump”’ is 
necessary for the disposal of glass, ashes, tin cans and other 
incombustible materials. 

The Committee believes that the above first rentioned 
method generally termed “Sanitary Fill Method” is the best 
solution of the problem for the Town of Winchester. This 
method has been adopted and found satisfactory in hundreds 
of army camps in the United States, also by many municipalities, 
and is in conformity with recommendations of the State Dept. 
of Public Health. It provides a satisfactory method of refuse 
disposal that improves rather than injures property and elimin- 
ates the nuisance of smoke, rodents, vermin, internal fires and 
scavengers. 

Briefly describing the procedure, the refuse is seta 
systematically so that it may be readily spread evenly with a 
bulldozer or other device, and after spreading is compacted 
thoroughly by running a bulldozer back and forth as is done on 
highway fills with a roller. After a layer is thus compacted or 
at the end of each day, a layer of gravel or sand about six inches 
in thickness is spread as a cover over the layer of refuse. Ifa 
slope is created, it is compacted and covered with sand, thus 
presenting a neat appearance and preventing rat infiltration or 
fire hazard. The property recently purchased by the Town is 
‘ideal for this method as there is ample gravel and sand to provide 
the necessary cover for layers, and so nearby that a bulldozer 
with a specially adapted bucket can cover the area necessary in 
a relatively short time at the end of each day. 

The initial expense for starting this method of disposal in- 
volves the purchase of a bulldozer of ample size, with special 
bucket attachment, at approximately seven thousand, five hun- 
dred dollars, ($7,500.00) and the erection of a suitable building 
to house same and to provide proper shelter and toilet facilities 
for the caretaker and any assistant that might be necessary. 
Also construction of a roadway and of such fences as might be 
necessary to keep trespassers out when caretaker is absent. 
It is estimated that the entire initial expense would be about 
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thirteen thousand dollars, ($13,000.00) and the annual expense a 
little greater than for the present town dump, the increase con- 
sisting of the cost of maintenance and operation of the bulldozer 
and probable employment of a man to assist the caretaker. 

In conclusion, the Committee strongly recommends that the 
“Sanitary Fill Method” be adopted in the Town of Winchester 
for reasons given herein.

REPORT OF THE WAR VETERANS 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


In a memorandum dated December 15, 1943, the Governor 
of the Commonwealth called your attention to some of the prob- 
lems which face World War No. 2 Veterans on their return to 


— 
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civilian life. It was suggested that a Post-War Rehabilitation 
Committee be formed and that it familiarize itself with the nec- 
essary qualifications for Federal or State compensations, and 
with the opportunities for further education, medical assistance 
or legal advice. On January 10, 1944 your Board appointed 
~ such a Committee composed of fifteen members representing the 
different agencies in the town. On January 26, 1944 a meeting 
for organization was held and Donald Heath was elected Chair- 
man. On February 9, 1944 a second meeting was held and it was 
unanimously voted to change the name to War Veterans Advisory 
Committee. 

On April 27, 1944 the Trustees offered the facilities at the 
Public Library for an Information Centre: This was accepted 
with appreciation and in December 1944 the En Ka Society fur- 
nished a room in the Library Building which will be used by the 
members of the counsellor group of the Committee.. 

At the present time it is estimated that there are approxi- 
mately 2000 citizens of our Town in the armed forces of our 
country. It is our responsibility to see to it that upon the return 
of World War No. 2 Veterans they become self-supporting and 
independent citizens. This activity must and does leave a human 
appeal and we must all be partners in this undertaking.

The following report of progress far the past year is sub- 
mitted by your History Committee on Civilian Activities. 

On March 25th the Chairman of the Committee, Mr. Mar- 
shall Symmes, resigned from the Committee because of the 
pressure of personal business. 
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On June 7th the Board of Selectmen appointed Rev. George 
Hale Reed to fill the above vacancy. 

In June the Committee met at the call of Mr. Jones in the 
History Room of the Public Library and organized as follows:

Rupert Jones, Secretary 


At this meeting the work was outlined, and the form of rec- 
ord determined. As Mr. Reed was to be away for the summer it 
was decided that Messrs. Upton and Jones should proceed im- 
mediately with the preparation and printing of forms for the 
record. | 

On October 2nd a meeting of the Committee with about 
twenty-five volunteer workers was held in the General Committee 
Room of the Town Hall. This was the start of actual work. 

To date, personnel records and summaries of organizational 
activities have been completed for three organizations ; personnel 
records have been filed for two more, and records for twenty 
more are under way. About twenty others will have to be cov- 
ered. While the war lasts, and for perhaps a year or two after, 
it will be necessary to revise these records to bring them up to 
date. | 

Cooperation by organizations concerned has been good, so 
that our next annual report should show a real working record 
in being. 

Total expenditures of the committee to December 31st, 1944, 
have been $98.05 out of the current allotment of $160.00. This 
saving was largely due to reduction of filing space made possible 
by a change in forms.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON YOUTH GUIDANCE 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


In January 1944, at the request of Governor Saltonstall, the 
Selectmen of Winchester appointed a Youth Guidance Committee 
which should foster and supervise projects designed to further 
the welfare of the youth of Winchester. The committee consisted 
of a group of citizens, headed by Robert H. Sibley who, in Sep- 
tember, resigned from the chairmanship and was replaced by 
John J. Keefe. 

Various meetings were held with representative groups in 
the town to ascertain the most pressing needs of the young 
people in Winchester and it was agreed that the first step in the 
program of youth guidance should be the establishment of in- 
door recreational facilities for boys and girls of high school age. 

A sub-committee of the Youth Guidance Committee, under 
the chairmanship of Wayne B. Thompson, consulted a represen- 
tative group of High School seniors, selected from a list pre- 
sented to them by the principal of the High School, to find out 
what the young people desired in the way of indoor recreation. 
There was unanimous agreement that facilities were wanted 
which would permit the boys and girls to meet informally for 
games and dancing. 

Before definite plans could be made for such a canteen, this 
special group of seniors graduated from the High School and so 
no longer came within the group for which the committee was 
planning. 

It was felt that before further plans for a canteen were un- 

dertaken, a working committee should be appointed, empowered 
- to carry out the ideas of the Youth Guidance Committee. Ac- 
cordingly, in August, the following citizens were chosen to 
constitute such a committee:

This group, which has come to be known as the Canteen 
Advisory Committee, met with a newly chosen group of High 
School leaders to discuss plans for opening a canteen. 

From the beginning the Canteen Advisory Committee took 
the stand that the proposed canteen be run by the High School 
group and that the responsibilities incident to its .management 
were to be assumed by them. The young people accepted their 
responsibilities with alacrity, were constructive in their sugges- 
tions and ideas, and were willing to work to carry them out. 
They named the proposed recreation centre “The Red and Black 
Canteen.”

The most difficult problem to solve was that of the location 
for the canteen. The young people definitely did not want to use 
the town hall and preferred not to use the school buildings. 
All available vacant stores and garages were investigated. 
Finally the present location in Association Hall, owned by the 
Odd Fellows, was decided upon. After a series of negotiations, 
it was agreed to rent the entire first floor of this building for 
Fridays and Saturdays, with janitor service, for seventy-five 
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dollars a month, the hall to be left on Saturday night with games 
and furniture put away and the rooms in order. 

At this point the Committee on Civilian Defense came into 
the picture, offering the Canteen Advisory Committee some wel- 
come financial aid. The rent of the Association Hall was to be 
met from a fund of eighteen hundred dollars, earmarked for 
recreation and left in the hands of the Park Department when 
the Community Centre closed in 1942. None of the eighteen hun- 
dred dollars was available for such items as furnishings, running 
expenses and incidentals and these were met from the fund se- 
cured through the generous cooperation of the Civilian Defense. 
$250.00 was contributed, of which $137.80 was spent for furn- 
ishings and incidentals and the remainder put in a reserve fund 
. for repairs. 

As chairman of Civilian Defense, Mr. Harold Fuller joined 
Mrs. Craven and the House Committee of the Canteen Advisory 
Committee in purchasing the necessary furnishings and equip- 
ment for the canteen, such as chairs, hassocks, a table and lamps. 
Under their skillful direction the first floor of the Association 
Hall took on the aspects of an attractive club. There were mag- 
azines on the tables, games of all sorts in the game room, a juke 
box, furnished by the Park Department, in a corner of the main 
hall, attractive posters on the walls and a “coke” bar at the 
entrance of the kitchen. An advertisement was put in the Win- 
chester Star asking for donations of supplementary furnishings 
and as a result the committee is indebted to various generous 
citizens for the completion of the equipment. 

The young people were delighted with the result. They 
chose their own chairman and vice-chairman and divided them- 
selves into various committees, a house committee, a program 
committee, a publicity committee, a “‘coke’”’ bar committee and a 
door committee, all of which went to work with energy. 

Mr. Whittemore, as chairman of the Canteen Advisory 
Committee, was guide, philosopher, and friend to all the young 
people and it is largely due to his energy and enthusiasm that 
the recreation centre became a vital, happy place. For three 
months or more after the opening of the canteen in the middle 
of September, Mr. Whittemore was in attendance, supervising 
activities, every Friday and Saturday evening. Mr. Townley- 
Tilson and Mrs. Drake were responsible for providing a host and 
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hostess for each evening, finding this job a means of building 
goodwill for the canteen throughout the community. Mr. Fron- 
gillo was the adult supervisor for the “coke” bar. Mr. Johnston 
did a splendid job in providing for the canteen protection from 
outside interference or disturbance, using auxiliary police to 
supplement the work of the policeman appointed by the town 
for this purpose. Mrs. Craven was untiring in her efforts to see 
that the halls were in order and functioning properly each 
week-end. 


The committees of young people take their responsibilities, 
on the whole, very well, due in large measure, in the opinion of 
the Advisory Committee, to the feeling that the young people 
have that the canteen belongs to them. There has been no 
vandalism and no disciplinary problem. In spite of their heavy 
schedules at school and their extra-curricula activities, they 
really do run the canteen. 


The attendance has been excellent, averaging between 125 
and 150, with an occasional stunt night swelling the numbers 
appreciably. The door committee has as its job seeing that no 
one but those eligible to come to the canteen are admitted. Each 
High School student has a membership card which he may be 
required to show. The problem of admitting guests has been 
brought up and is being worked out by the young people. There 
are no dues, but there is a box conspicuously placed at each 
meeting in which to make contributions for new records for the 
juke box and for new magazines. 


In October the committee started opening the canteen on 
Friday afternoons, with an attendance varying between 30-40. 
The afternoon program is in process of being developed to at- 
tract a larger group and the committee is confident that the 
attendance will grow in numbers as new activities are begun. 


By November it was decided that the committee was in a 
position to hire a paid director for Fridays and Saturdays. Once 
again the Civilian Defense came forward, offering to pay the 
salary of a director until March, when it was hoped that some 
other arrangement might be made at the town meeting. We 
were indeed fortunate to obtain the services of Mr. Roland H. 
McGee, an experienced, capable man whose understanding of 
young people has won him already a large place in their hearts. 
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He has had long experience in the organization of recreation. 
His compensation is $25.00 a week. 

~The members of the Youth Guidance Committee are pleased 
with the results of their efforts. They feel that a splendid be- 
ginning has been made in filling some of the needs of youth in 
Winchester. They think that the canteen is but a first step in 
a town-wide program of indoor recreation. So far they have 
touched only the High School age group. The recreational facil- 
ities must be expanded and extended to those younger and to 
those older. The Committee visualizes Winchester in the near 
future with a full-time director, plus helpers, in a full-time 
recreational program.

REPORT OF THE INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


During 1944 the Insurance Committee increased the fire 
insurance coverage on Town property by $361,000. This action 
was taken as the result of a study covering present day cost 
factors, replacement costs, and insurable values. 

At the present time our fire insurance protection is as

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During the year your Committee effected a change whereby 
there will be a reduction from 47 to approximately 12 policies, 
thus saving a great deal of clerical work by the Town Treasurer 
who is custodian of the policies. 

An entirely new method of handling the fire insurance busi- 
ness of the Town was adopted during the year. All policies 
will be cleared through one agency which will receive a fixed 
percentage of the commissions as compensation. The balanee of 
the commissions will be placed in a brokerage fund. 

All insurance brokers who write fire insurance as a princi- 
pal part of their business who have been residents of the Town 
for at least five (5) years, have been in the insurance business 
and held a brokers license for at least three (8) years are eligi- 
ble to a pro rata participation in the brokerage fund, payable 
annually. 

In order for a broker to participate in the fund, application 
must be made to the Insurance Committee and if found to meet 
the necessary requirements his name will be certified as a par- 
ticipant. 3 

We believe that under this arrangement the best interests of 
the Town are served and protected and all citizens of the Town, 
who are in the fire insurance business and holding brokers li- 
censes, obtain a fair and equal share of the commissions.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


Your Board of Selectmen herewith presents its report to the 
Town for the year 1944. ae 

A number of changes in personnel occurred in the Board 
of Selectmen, as then constituted, in the month of January, 1944. 
The Chairman, William J. Speers, Jr., received his Commission 
in the Navy and on January 3, in accordance with Section 11, 
Chapter 708 of the Acts of 1942 he notified the Board that he 
was unable to fulfill his duties as Selectman and on that date 
Donald Heath was elected to serve as a Military Substitute until 
the annual town meeting in March to complete Mr. Speers’ 
term. 

On January 10, Philip P. Wadsworth received his Com- 
mission in the Navy and on the same date he notified the Board 
that he was unable to fulfill his duties as Selectman. On that 
date Elliott F. Cameron was elected to serve as a Military Sub- 
stitute for Mr. Wadsworth whose term expires in March, 1946. 

Another vacancy was caused by.the death of Daniel A. 
Murray on January 12, which vacancy was not filled by a special 
election inasmuch as the time was so short before the annual 
town meeting. 

In the death of Mr. Murray the Town lost a valuable citi- 
zen and one who had given a great deal of his time and effort 
to civic affairs. 

Your present Board as now constituted held its organiza- 
tion meeting on March 9, 1944 at which time Elliott F. Cameron 
was elected Chairman. 

Regular meetings have been held each Monday Evening 
throughout the year in addition to two special meetings and 
many conferences. 

The members of the Board also spent a great deal of time 
outside of the regular and special meetings in order that the 
affairs of the Town which came before them for consideration 
might be handled with dispatch. 


TOWN TREASURER 


On April 1, 1944, Howard L. Bennett, who had been elected 
Town Treasurer in March, resigned on account of ill health, 
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and Leslie J. Scott was appointed by your Board as Temporary 
Town Treasurer until June 1. On the latter date Donald 
Heath was appointed Town Treasurer to serve until the next 
annual Town Meeting in March 1945. 


TOWN FINANCES 
DEBT 


Reference to the audit report made by the Division of Ac- 
counts, Massachusetts Department of Corporations and Taxa- 
tion shows that the Town has maintained its excellent financial 
condition during the past year. 

On December 31, 1944 the bonded indebtedness of the 
Town amounted to $143,000, of which amount $114,000 was 
within the debt limit and $29,000 in school bonds issued under 
the Acts of 1928, was outside of the debt limit. 


The statutory borrowing capacity of the Town on December 
31, 1944 was $917,160. The total amount of the debt which 
matures in 1945 is $46,000 and the interest to be paid is $5,190. 
The final payment on the Highland District School Building 
Loan of April 1, 1926 will be paid this year. 

No new bonds were issued during the year and this pro- 


cedure is in keeping with the principle followed by the Town 
since 1932. 


: CURRENT BORROWING 


An inspection of the balance sheet will reveal that on Dec- 
ember 31, 1944, as in the four preceding years, the Town had no 
temporary loans outstanding. The balance of cash in the bank 
on that date was $407,497.76. 


Below will be found a summary of Winchester finances for 
the five-year period from 1940 to 1944 inclusive.

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During the year the Town Treasurer was authorized to 
borrow on notes in anticipation of taxes as follows: 
April 18, 1944 — $100,000 due Nov. 17, 1944 at .30% dis- 
counted. 


EXCESS & DEFICIENCY ACCOUNT 


On December 31, 1944 the balance in the Excess and De- 
ficiency Account, as shown above, was $393,855.91. Deducting 
the amount of uncollected 1944 real estate taxes, $45,857.73, 
there remains $345,998.18 free cash. 

It is the opinion of your Board that $200,000 of this Excess 
& Deficiency Account shold be used to purchase United States 
Treasury notes for the postwar rehabilitation fund. If the Town 
votes to do this we will then have built up a fund of $400,000 to 
be used for capital expenditures in the postwar period. 

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Highway Department under Parker Holbrook has con- 
tinued to render efficient service to the Town in spite of the 
diminished force of employees. We acknowledge the coopera- 
tion and assistance which has been rendered to the Board by 
Mr. Holbrook. 

The only major highway project ae the year arose 
on Main Street from Symmes Corner to the Medford Line. The 
Boston Edison Company laid a high tension cable from the 
distributing center in Woburn along Pond Street, Woodside 
Road, Wildwood Street, Fletcher Street, Bacon Street and Main 
Street. Inasmuch as the old car tracks were under the surface 
of Main Street from Symmes Corner to the Medford Line it was 
deemed advisable to have them removed. In conjunction with 
the work of the Boston Edison Company the rails were removed 
and the center of the street resurfaced at a minimum cost to 
the Town. 

The usual street patching and surface treatment was car- 
ried out, although to a modified degree. 

No new construction was undertaken during the year. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 
The Fire Department under Chief John J. Gorman has been 
maintained in its usual efficient manner. Reference is made to 
the Chief’s report in a following section. 


—s.. oer 
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It may become necessary, after priorities are released, to 
purchase a lighting unit to be carried on one of the pieces of 
apparatus. This unit is self-contained and generates its own 
power. It would be of invaluable assistance in fighting fires. 

The Board on December 26, 1944 approved the appointment 
of Harold J. Fitzgerald to serve as a fireman for the required 
six months probationary period before his appointment becomes 
final. 

At the present time the Department is undermanned be- 
cause several of its permanent personnel have entered the 
service. 

We cannot refrain from acknowledging the very efficient 
services which have been rendered by the Auxiliary Fire De- 
partment. The Chief has informed us that the members of the 
Auxiliary Department are still keeping up their interest in the 
Fire Department matters even though the threat of invasion has 
passed. These men are to be commended for their loyalty and 
interest. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Early in the year the new FM radio was installed with 
the call letters WQSV and in May the teletype was installed. 
Both of these pieces of ee at have increased the efficiency 
of the Department. 

At the present time there is one vacancy in the Dene 
ment and, in addition, five members of the permanent force 
are serving with the armed forces. Assistance has been given 
by special officers which has relieved the situation considerably. 

At this time we desire to record our appreciation of the 
Auxiliary Police Force under Chief Robert Johnston. These 
men have done an outstanding job and we take particular pride 
in knowing that on the night of the Policemen’s Ball the Town 

“was policed by members of the Auxiliary Force, forty-two in 
all. They showed by their work that they were able to cope 
with almost any situation which might arise. 


TOWN HALL 


No major repairs or improvements were made during 1944. 
Some minor repairs were made to the Town Treasurer’s office, 
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the counter and iron grill being removed and a new counter with 
plate glass top was installed. 

A new pump was purchased for the heating system as 
the pump which had been installed some years ago had worn 
out. 


GRADE CROSSING 


At the Town Meeting held on March 16, 1944 the follow- 
ing vote was passed. 


VOTED, That it is the sense of this Town Meeting t that 
the public security and convenience require the abolition 
of the grade crossing at the center; and the Selectmen are 
requested to take such steps as in their judgment will pro- 
mote the speedy adoption of a suitable plan of abolition, 
cooperating as fully as may be with the State Department 
of Public Works and the Boston and Maine Railroad, in 
order that such plan may be ready and may be carried out 
as soon as practicable after the war; it being understood 
that the apportionment among the interested parties of so 
much of the cost of said abolition as exceeds any allotment 
of federal funds for the project will be duly determined at 
a later date. 


In pursuance of that vote we wish to report that on May 
18, 1944 a hearing was held in the office of the Commissioner 
of Public Works at which time representatives from the Plan- 
ning Board and Selectmen, together with the Town Engineer 
and representatives of the Boston & Maine Railroad and the 
Department of Public Works were present. 

The hearing lasted nearly three hours and during the dis- 
cussion the representatives of the railroad stated they would 
furnish the Department of Public Works certain figures with 
respect to the cost of raising or lowering the grade of the tracks 
and also at what percentage grade the railroad would be able 
to successfully operate. 

The engineers in the Department of Public Works stated 
that they would make a study of the situation and submit 
certain plans to the Selectmen for their consideration. 

In September, not having heard from the Department of 
Public Works, your Board inquired as to the progress being 
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made. We were informed that no figures had been received 
from the Boston & Maine Railroad but a letter had been re- 
ceived from the Chief Engineer of the railroad stating that 
he was unable to furnish any figures: that he did not know 
just what figures were needed and, further, that he did not 
have sufficient engineering manpower to do the work. 


On October 4, 1944 your Chairman, together with Chair- 
man Parsons of the Planning Board, called at the Department 
of Public Works and talked with Mr. Coburn, Chief Engineer, 
offering the cooperation of the Town in anything they might 
need in the way of figures or information. Mr. Coburn stated 
that his Department would again endeavor to obtain figures 
from the Boston & Maine Railroad. 


At a joint meeting of your Board and the Planning Board, 
it was decided that it would be advisable to have a- conference 
with Mr. Edward S. French, President of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. On December 14, 1944 your Chairman and Town 
Moderator Joseph W. Worthen had a conference with Mr. 
French and Chief Engineer Sughrue. 

During the conference it developed that the Railroad is 
not interested in paying any appreciable amount toward the cost 
of abolition. 


We were informed that the present tendency in grade cross- 
ing abolition is to exempt the railroad from any share in the 
cost, and to treat that burden as a public one, rather than in 
any part a railroad burden, and that Federal, State and Muni- 
cipal Governments should bear the cost. We were further 
informed that the railroad did not consider itself responsible 
for the development of highway traffic conditions which have 
developed since the railroad was built and that it seemed fair 
that no part of the cost-of abolition should be borne by the 
railroad. 


On December 27, 1944 there was another hearing at the 
Department of Public Works at which time members of the 
Planning Board, the Town Engineer, Town Moderator and 
your Chairman were present. Ten different plans were sub- 
mitted, some of which were discarded and on others further 
study is to be made. 


SEA ee eee Lee! 
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A bill has passed Congress whereby ten percent of the 
appropriation is available for grade crossing abolition. This 
money is to be allocated to the various States and a portion 
will be available in Massachusetts. Under the provisions of 
the bill the railroad is required to pay to the Federal Govern- 
ment a small percentage based upon the benefit derived by the 
railroad as a result of the abolition and we therefore are of 
the opinion that if the grade crossing is abolished the railroad 
will be assessed part of the cost. 

An appropriation of $2500. was made by the Town at the 
March meeting but no expenditures from this fund have been 
made by your Board during the year. 


CONCLUSION 


During the year various members of the Board have talked 
with citizens concerning the financial status of the Town and 
certain other matters were discussed of which the citizens did 
not seem to have knowledge. Therefore, we are appending 
herewith some pertinent facts relative to the Town. 


Do You Know :— 


That the cash balance of the Town on December 31, 1944 
amounting to $407,397.76 was the largest in its history. 

That the bonded indebtedness of $143,000 is the smallest 
since 1932. 

That the borrowing of only $100,000 in anticipation of 
taxes was the smallest amount borrowed in the past twenty 
years with the exception of the year of 1940. 

That all bills were paid or provided for at the end of 1944. 

That the Excess & Deficiency Account amounting to $398,- 
855.91 was the largest in the history of the Town. 

That the tax title account amounting to $7,869.36 was the 
lowest since 1930. . 

That the bonded indebtedness of the Town was largest in 
1932 amounting to $1,165,000. 

That we will have paid off $1,162,000 in bonds in the 14 
years from 1932-45 inclusive. 

That we will have paid $339,646.25 in interest in the 14 
years from 1932-45 inclusive. 
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That for every $1,000 in bonds and interest paid it meant 
3%4c annually on your tax bill. 

That the Town has $200,000 in U. S. Treasury Certificates 
of Indebtedness in its postwar rehabilitation fund to be used 
for postwar projects and that $200,000 more will be recom- 
mended for appropriation at the 1945 town meeting. 

That no bonds have been issued by the Town since 1932. 

That the Tax Collector collected and paid over to the Town 
Treasurer 95% of the real estate taxes committed to him in 
1944. That out of $957,403.50 committed to the Tax Collector 
from all departments all but $49,449.95 has been collected dur- 
ing the current year. 

That the Town has indicated a Pay As You Go Policy. 

That the cost of your water supply is less than one-half of 
what it would be if Winchester was a member of the Metropoli- 
tan Water District. The present cost of water is only one cent 
per 50 gallons. 

The members of the Board have enjoyed their work during 
the past year and trust that their efforts have met with the 
approbation of the citizens of the Town.

I respectfully submit the annual report of the work done by 
the Highway Department for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


MAINTENANCE 


A curtailed maintenance program was carried on again this 
year similar to 1942 and 1943. Chapter 90 maintenance funds 
were allotted by the State and County for maintenance work on 
ways constructed under the provisions of Chapter 90. | 

No new equipment has been purchased this year and the 
department is still operating with the same setup as noted in my 
report of 1941. 


SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


The following amounts of sidewalk construction has been 
done this year:

STREET CONSTRUCTION 


The Board of Selectmen granted the Boston Edison Com- 
pany locations for and permit to construct an underground 
transmission line from their Woburn Station on Pond Street to 
the Winchester-Medford line. 

The locations granted were in Pond Street, Woodside Road, 
Wildwood Street, Fletcher Street, Bacon Street and Main Street 
from Symmes Corner to the Medford line, and with the exception 
of Main Street, the locations given were in the sidewalk area. 

In Main Street, the location granted was in the center of the 
street and necessitated the removal of the abandoned car tracks. 
The removal of the car tracks and the repaving was done by The

James J. Fitzgerald Contracting Company under a separate 
contract with the Boston Edison Company. 


The excavation and installation of the transmission line was 
done by Hugh Nawn, Inc., and on account of the labor shortage, 
the Town’s forces repaired the excavations, with the exception 
of Main Street, and relaid the sidewalks, all at their expense. 
Some repairs and sidewalk work remains to be done in 1945. 


Altogether, the work was carried on expeditiously and with 
as little hindrance to the general public as is possible in this type 
of project. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


The installation of surface drainage to conduct the water 
from the small pond in the Purcell land and from the swamp 
lying between Cambridge Street and Horn Pond Mountain into 
Winter Pond was started in December and will be completed 
in 1945. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Monthly collections of tin cans or paper and Victory Gar- 
den plowing have been continued this year. Remodeling work 
in the Water and Sewer Board office, Treasurer’s office, and 
State Guard quarters has been done this year. 


SNOW AND ICE 


The expenditures for snow and ice removal and sanding for 
the year 1944 were as follows:

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 
December 31, 1944

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering 
Department for the year 1944. 

The Engineering Department has operated again this year 
with the Town Engineer and two assistants and in addition to 
the regular work done for the various town departments, has 
completed the following special projects: 

A survey and plan was made for recording of the Puffer 


property off Swanton Street purchased for use as a town dump, 


and also a topographical survey and plan was made of the same. 

A topographical survey and plan of the Park Land lying 
between Middlesex Street and the Horn Pond Brook was made in 
anticipation of a post-war grading project. 

A survey and plan was made for drainage easements adja- 
cent to Winter Pond and lines and grades set for construction 
work. 

The Department has cooperated with the State Department 
of Public Works in assembling various data for their use in 
grade crossing elimination studies. 

The Boston Edison Company started in August the con- 
struction of a high voltage underground transmission line con- 
necting their Woburn station with their new station in Everett. 
This construction work, now practically completed as far as 
Winchester is concerned, has involved a great amount of time 
of the Engineering Department and all the time of one of the 
assistants from August to December.

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PERSONNEL 


The Police Department, when fully manned, consists of a 
Chief, a Lieutenant, three Sergeants, nineteen patrolmen, and 
a woman clerk. At the present time, due to Military Service and 
resignations, the Department is short six regular officers, of 
whom only two have been replaced by special officers. 


EQUIPMENT 


The motor vehicle equipment of the Department consists of 
three Ford cars, a Harley-Pavidson motorcycle, and a Packard 
ambulance, which are in the following condition: One car, the 
motorcycle and the ambulance, in good condition; one car in fair 
condition ; one car in running condition, but which has seen con- 
siderable service and would have been replaced in normal times. 

Teletype and a complete radio station of our own, broad- 
casting to the motorcycle and three police cars, as well as three 
Water Department cars, has been installed and the results are 
very satisfactory. : 

I would recommend the purchase of a camera, an enlarger 
and other photographic equipment; also, that the spare room on 
the second floor of the Police Station be remodelled and made 
suitable for police photography, which plays a very important 
part in police work, being essential as a means of presenting 
evidence to the Courts, especially in suits against the Town. 

The Police Station building has been painted recently and 
is in good condition. 


SERVICE 


I wish to acknowledge the cooperation and support of the 
men of the Department and of the Auxiliary Police Officers. I 
would recommend that the latter be appointed Special Police 
Officers and their services retained after the War,-as suggested 
by our former District Attorney for Middlesex County and 
present Lieutenant Governor, Robert F. Bradford. 

Owing to the shortage of men, the Police Department cannot 
cover as much territory as formerly; therefore, I would suggest 
any citizen observing suspicious persons or happenings to notify 
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the Police Department at once by calling Winchester 1220 or 
1221, and you may be sure of getting prompt and efficient service. —

CIVILIAN DEFENSE 
December 30, 1944 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 


The fourth year of Civilian Defense has been largely on a 
“stand by” status for all Protection Divisions. There was one 
blackout test in March, one air raid test using paper bombs in 
June, and an “alert” on the night of the September hurricane. 

However, the Auxiliary Police and Firemen have continued 
their activities all through the year and have greatly augmented 
the regular force of both departments. Their services have been 
very valuable to the town on so many occasions that it is hoped 
both units will remain organized long after the war is over. 
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The Report Center will be maintained until the Army ad- 
vises that it is no longer necessary. 


The West Side Medical Center has been retained and is 
ready for any emergency. Over 80 Nurses’ Aides have been ac- 
tive in the Winchester Hospital and several have been serving in 
the Army Hospital in Waltham and at Fort Banks. 


The Public Service Division has remained at full strength. 


The Supplies Division, Evacuation Division, and Health 
and Social Services Division have been disbanded. Supplies and 
Evacuation are now the responsibility of the Red Cross, Health 
the responsibility of the Board of Health, and Social Services 
the responsibility of the Winchester Social Service Council. The 
duties of these divisions are thus being carried on now by the 
peace time organizations. 

The War Services Division has been very active. Paper, 
tin, and fat salvage has continued to be the most important ac- 
tivity of the Division. Regular collections of paper and tin by 
the town trucks have been maintained, and the householders 
have responded well, due in large measure to the work of the 
Block Leaders. This group has remained fully organized and 
active. In addition, two troops of Boy Scouts have collected 
paper every Friday afternoon from the stores in the center. 

The Youth Canteen although not under the jurisdiction of 
Civilian Defense has been assisted financially from funds of the 
Waste paper Salvage. | 

During the year over a thousand Servicemen have been en- 
tertained in Winchester homes through the Servicemens’ Hos- 
pitality Committee of this Division. 

The leasing of town plots for Victory Gardens and the 
plowing of them has. been supervised by the Garden Committee, 
and the Victory Harvest Show was again sponsored by War 
Services. 

In the early part of the year the Division established a Pre- 
Induction Advisory Committee to assist service inductees in solv- 
ing their problems relating to financial, legal, and other personal! 
matters. 

The Public Library in cooperation with the Division has 
been collecting books for the Armed Forces throughout the year. 

Although most of the personnel of Civilian Defense have 
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never been called upon to act in any emergency, the units are 
still ready and willing to serve if and when needed, and will 
remain organized as long as it seems necessary.

REPORT OF THE WINCHESTER WAR PRICE AND 
RATIONING BOARD NO. 346 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
of the Town of Winchester: 

The Winchester War Price and Rationing Board No. 346 
submits its third annual report. 

During the year there have been four changes in its mem- 
bership, brought about by the resignations of Messrs. Harris, 
Schneider, Litchfield and Cameron, the latter two being respec- 
tively chairman and vice-chairman. Mr. George W. Franklin, 
Administrator, also resigned, and so effectively had he organized 
the office that there seemed no need to elect a successor. 

Upon these gentlemen had devolved the heavy task of guid- 
ing the work of rationing in the days when it was both new to 
them and to the clerical force, and strange in both theory and 
practice to our citizens. 

Those who succeeded them came into a smoothly running 
system, aided by a high degree of cooperation and understanding 


_ by the citizens of Winchester. The success of these pioneer 


members of the Board in blazing an untrodden path cannot be 
over-emphasized. 

To fill the vacancies, the Board selected Arthur W. Deibert, 
Thornton O. Waller, Theodore E. Chilcott and Dunbar F. Car- 
penter. The latter was subsequently elected chairman and Mr. 
Frank P. Hurley was chosen vice-chairman. 

During the course of the year there has occurred the re- 
duction of one in the clerical force. Due, however, to the in- 
creased experience and knowledge of the five remaining members 
of the paid staff, the office has continued to function promptly 
and efficiently, and, as we believe, to the general satisfaction of 
that part of the public who come in contact with the personnel 
of the office. 
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It is thoroughly understood in the rationing office that 
nothing is more vital to the success of rationing and price fixing 
than the whole-hearted support of our townsmen. The extent 
to which we succeed in winning their cooperation is the exact’ 
measure of our success on this tremendously important side of 
the War. 


The Board has had, and is thankful for, the cooperation of 
all of the town officials. 


Any one who spends a part of each day at the office inter- 
viewing the many persons who come to discuss their particular 
rationing problems cannot fail to be impressed and heartened 
by the practically unfailing courtesy and consideration of our 
callers. Their understanding of the necessity of rationing is 
evident. The restraint they exercise in making their requests 
the minimum, rather than the maximum, indicate a high public 
spirit. There is no more difficult task than that of saying “no” 
to a courteous applicant. When we do say ‘no’ down at the 
rationing office, it is not because we enjoy taking a perverse 
attitude, but because in our judgment, the regulations, — the 
body of laws under which we operate and have taken oath to 
carry out, — make a denial requisite. 

We take this opportunity to express to the citizens of Win- 
chester our appreciation of their understanding and cooperative 
attitude toward this Board which does so much to make their 
lives miserable.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


January 1, 1945. 
The Planning Board submits its thirtieth annual report. 


GRADE CROSSING ABOLITION 


At the last annual town meeting, in a report relating to the 
grade crossing in the center, we suggested that efforts again be 
made looking toward the preparation and acceptance of a plan of 
elimination. It seemed obviously a deserving post-war project. 
The town meeting passed a vote requesting the Selectmen “‘to 
take such steps as in their judgment will promote the speedy 
adoption of a suitable plan.” 


During the year we have joined the Selectmen in conferences 
at the Department of Public Works and have been glad to co- 
operate actively with them. To us it seems that substantial 
progress has been achieved. A more complete statement will 
be found in the Selectmen’s report. 


RE-ZONING 


We are now studying a proposal to change the zoning map. 
This would remove from a general residence district and place 
in a single residence district an area of undeveloped land con- 
taining about 60 acres, located in the rear of Forest Street, 
extending northerly to the Woburn line and northwesterly to 
the Aberjona River. The principal effect of the change would 
be to assure an eventual development with single houses having 
lots with an area of at least 10,000 square feet. Under the 
existing zoning at this location double houses are permitted and 
may be built on lots containing only 7,500 square feet, and single 
houses may be built on lots as small as 6,500 square feet. We 
intend to submit this proposed re-zoning to the next annual 
town meeting. 
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During the year this Board has been represented by Mr. 
Dean on the committee established by the town for study and 
recommendations respecting disposal of waste material, and by 
Mr. Rowe on the committee on names. 


SIX-YEAR PROGRAM OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS 


This program was established in Winchester in cooperation 
with the Public Works Committee of the National Resources 
Planning Board in the spring of 1939, and, therefore, the year 
1945 will end its first six-year cycle. 

It will be recalled that Winchester was selected by the 
national board for study and for supervision in setting up a long- 
range program by reason of its ‘excellent methods of procedure 
and its complete records”, and that Winchester was the first of 
a group of municipalities in the United States where similar 
studies were made and was the only town, as distinguished from 
city, included in the group. 

From year to year, with the helpful cooperation of town 
boards, committees and officers, we have revised and carried 
forward the program; and now we submit the long-range plan 
for the years 1945 to 1950, inclusive. 

The major purposes of such a program are to enable the 
town, first, to follow the pay-as-you-go plan of financing and, 
second, to maintain a tax rate without marked change from year 
to year. 

Therefore, expenditures for capital improvements, so far as 
possible, should be allocated through the six-year period with 
due regard to the amount of the funds available after deducting 
estimated expenses for operation and maintenance from esti- 
mated revenues from all sources. 


Receipts and Disbursements 


Table 1, appended, shows the town’s estimated receipts for 
the six-year period, including general taxes on real and personal 
property based on a tax rate of $27.20 per thousand. In this 
table, as in the following tables, we take for granted a continu- 
ance of war-time conditions during 1945, but for the purposes of 
long-range planning it is necessary to assume a return to normal 
conditions at some date and we take the year 1946 as the first 
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year when building construction will be in order. Therefore, 
in this table we anticipate substantial dwelling house construc- 
tion in 1946 and each following year, and estimate, conservatively 
we believe, a yearly increase in property valuation of $200,000. 
In some of these years the increase may even exceed half a 
million.’ 


The estimated receipts from state income and corporation 
taxes during the six years are necessarily somewhat conjectural, 
but are assumed to be substantially the same as in 1944. 


Disbursements for the period are shown in table 2. For the 
year 1946 and subsequent years estimation is difficult because of 
uncertainty respecting costs of labor and materials after the 
war. A continuance of current increased labor costs especially 
may adversely affect the disbursement figures during some or 
all of the years following 1945. 


State taxes to be assessed against the town are assumed to 
increase slightly from year to year, but these figures may be 
subject to wide variation, depending on conditions which cannot 
now be foreseen. 


It will be noted that about one-third of the town’s disburse- 
ments, as set forth in table 2, are for school purposes, and that 
further increases in this budget are anticipated; but it is com- 
forting to find that the last of the outstanding school bonds will 
Re paid off in 1947. 


Proposed Public Improvements 


The public improvements proposed for the six-year period 
are listed in table 4.- Of course, no building projects were under- 
taken during 1944 and it seems probable that construction will 
not be possible during 1945. The projects now scheduled for 
1945 involve little or no construction work and it seems advisable 
to carry out this part of the program without further delay. 
For the most part, however, the projects shown in last year’s 
table 4 for 1945 are now carried forward into 1946, and the 
remainder of the program as submitted last year, somewhat 


*In 1941 the increase in valuation was $485,000. 
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revised, is correspondingly extended forward one year. If the 
war continues into 1946, doubtless further postponement will 
be necessary. 


Major building projects scheduled for attention after the 
war include the following: 


1946—addition to the junior high school

It may be necessary to build the new elementary school 
building the first year after the war, instead of the second year, 
and to build the Mystic school addition the second year instead 
of the third; and the need for more space in the library will be 
urgent, but from the standpoint of financing, it is much better 
for the town to spread these projects over the years, and we 
believe this will be practicable. 


Financing 


The total cost of the improvements recommended for 1945 
is $24,275.—well below the $54,000. indicated as available the 
current year, if the-tax rate is maintained at $27.20 per 
thousand. 


If it appears before the annual town meeting in March that 
a tax rate at this level is somewhat more than sufficient to pro- 
vide funds for the town’s requirements in 1945, in our judgment 
the balance should be appropriated by the town from revenue 
and added to the post-war reserve already established under 
chapter 5 of the Acts of 1943. 


The year 1946, or whatever proves to be the first post-war 
year, will present a financing problem. | The improvements 
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listed for that year are estimated to cost $491,500., which ob- 
viously is too great an amount tobe raised currently by taxation. 
But it may be possible, without issuing bonds, to meet the heavy 
burden by the use of funds as suggested below:

Improvements scheduled in table 4 for the year 1947, or the 
second year after the war, are estimated to cost $120,800. more 
than the amount available from revenue for capital outlay. 
Taking into consideration the probable increase during 1946 in 
the excess and deficiency account, it should be possible to with- 
draw therefrom enough to provide the required funds without 
departing from the town’s conservative practice of maintaining 
that account at a level consistent with sound municipal finance. 


In the year 1948 the gap between available revenue and cost 
of improvements is narrowed to $59,000. This or a greater sum 
may be expected to accumulate in the excess and deficiency 
account during 1947, and can properly be utilized to make up 
the needed total. 


The table indicates that in 1949 there will be no substantial 
difference between the cost of improvements and the amount 
available therefor; and that in 1950 there will be a surplus of 
available funds.

The Tax Rate 


Ever since the six-year plan was set up, our estimates have 
been based on a tax rate of $27.20 per thousand. That was the 
actual rate during the five-year period 1938-1942. Careful 
studies have indicated that a rate of $27.20 in normal times will 
yield sufficient revenue to enable the town through the years to 
pay its operating costs and finance its capital improvements on 
the pay-as-you-go basis. During 1943 and 1944 our municipal 
expenses were at a lower level because war-time conditions 
made it inexpedient or impossible to undertake maintenance and 
construction projects which would have been undertaken in 
normal years; and for those two years the tax rate was set at 
$25.20, or $2.00 less than what may be regarded as the normal 
rate. To us it would seem better financing under these unusual 
circumstances arising in any year to maintain the rate at $27.20, 
and appropriate the unused surplus not needed for town ex- 
penses that year for the purchase of war bonds for the post-war 
reserve. If it is sound practice for the individual to lay aside 
war bonds for the purchase after the war of durable goods he 
now needs but is not permitted to buy, it would seem to be sound 
practice for the town as well. 


Of course, a lower tax rate on general principles is wel- 
comed by the taxpayer, but his saving is more apparent than 
real; he must pay at a later date and at a time when probably 
he will have less money with which to pay. It is true that the 
payment date may be postponed by long-term borrowing, but 
then the taxpayer pays, with interest;’ and we again express 
the hope that the town will find it reasonably possible to adhere 
to its pay-as-you-go policy, adopted after careful consideration 
more than a decade ago and consistently followed ever since.’ 


It is reasonable to suppose, as the tables indicate, that we 
shall hit a long-time peak in construction of public works in the 
two or three years after the war, to be followed by a marked 
falling off in public improvements. This gives reason to believe 
that beginning about 1950, when all but $12,000. of the town’s

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debt will have been paid, a lower tax rate will be possible for a 
substantial period of years. 


We wish to acknowledge our indebtedness to the Finance 
Committee for assistance in furnishing material for tables 1 and 
2, and to the town officers and committees for their helpful 
cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE 
PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The work of the Park Department during 1944:has been 
mainly that of maintenance of our present facilities. However, 
it was found necessary to re-surface the entire road from the 
entrance to Manchester Field, through Ginn Field, to Bacon 
Street. This roadway is used quite extensively, especially during 
the football season. During the year the Department secured 
a right of way from Brookside Avenue to the Cross Street 
Park. The land was graded and a road built leading to the park. 
The planking on the bridge over the Aberjona River at No. 
Washington Street was found to be in poor condition and had — 
to be entirely replaced. A new walk across Wedge Pond Park 
was constructed. 


The department was also busy with the maintenance of 
facilities for the High School teams, such as football fields, base- 
ball diamonds, hockey fields, running track, etc. The care of the 
Skillings property was turned over to this department by the 
Board of Selectmen, and this considerably increases our main- 
tenance work. 


All equipment has been kept in as good condition as possi- 
ble, but a great deal of it will have to be replaced when such 
equipment is again available. 


Both Palmer and Leonard beaches were very popular during 
the summer months. Attendance at both beaches was well up 
with that of other years. With the help of the Red Cross, lessons 
were given throughout the summer in swimming, life saving, 
etc. A Winchester swimming team was organized with the help 
of the Park Department and participated in a number of swim- 
ming meets, including five sponsored by the A.A.A.U. The 
water for the pool at Leonard Beach is taken from a deep driven 
well and the Board strongly recommends that an additional sup- 
ply of water be made available through the driving of two more 
wells. This would eliminate the necessity of chlorinating the 
water during the latter half of the season.

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The playgrounds at Loring Avenue and Leonard Field were 
operated as usual during the summer. Classes in artcraft were 
held each day and various games, suitable to the ages of the 


children, were played. There were also softball and baseball 
teams at each playground.

The water and sewer systems are in good condition. The 
usual maintenance work has been carried on during the year. 
We have been able to do some brush cutting around the reservoirs 
by the regular crew of men, but much more work should be done 
when more men are available. The pine trees on the Well Field 
which were burned in 1948 have been replanted. The gravel 
pit at the Well Field has been graded and now makes a good 
appearance. It has been necessary to operate the auxiliary wells 
throughout the year as the summer was very dry and the demand 
was large. The meter house at the North Reservoir has been 
rebuilt in a substantial manner and new water treatment machin- 
ery has been installed. The automobiles are in very bad condi- 
tion and four must be replaced when possible. The west side 
tank is still functioning but must be renewed as soon as the 
material is available. 

There were no unpaid water bills on December 31st. <A 
cash profit of $24,533.11 was made for the year 1944, in addition 
to providing free care and water for 643 town fire hydrants and 
water for all town buildings. 

At the annual Town Meeting in March the town voted to 
pay a bonus to its employees of 20%, up to $260.00, for the year. 
The total amount paid to Water and Sewer Department employ- 
ees was $3588.00. This was added compensation to the regular 
wages to cover the increased cost of living. The amount was 
paid out of a special appropriation for bonuses and not a depart- 
mental appropriation. ‘ 

Sewer assessments during 1945 will be made at the rate of 
$2.62 per foot of sewer built. One-third of this is borne by the 
Town and two-thirds by the property bettered.

As your agent I report as follows for 1944: 

The year started with 14 open cases with 28 dependents 
and closed with 10 open cases with 14 dependents, a total of 28 
cases being served during the year, of which 18. were under 
World War II Allowances. 

A year ago it was anticipated that owing to war conditions 
a heavy load would be placed on this department, but owing to 
proper legislation by the Federal Government this load was 
assumed by them and a large part of our appropriation was not 
needed. ; 

Budget requirements will probably be considerably less for 
1945. 

Medical care for service men’s families was larger in 1944 
than in 1948. One or two serious cases can cause heavy addi- 
tional outlay to meet these conditions in an adequate and sym- 
pathetic: manner, as is the policy of your Board.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1944 


Of the actions and proceedings pending at the beginning of 
the year, these still pending are the actions for personal injuries 
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brought against the town by Gertrude L. Treacy, John and Mary 
Alves, and Gertrude H. Murphy; the petition of Willis O. Blais- 
dell et al for assessment of land damages; the appeal of Lever 
et al from a decision of the Board of Appeals and a petition by 
the Building Commissioner for an alleged violation of the zoning 
by-law. A similar petition brought by the Commissioner in 1944 
is still pending. The personal injury case of Ricci against the 
Town was disposed of by settlement made with your approval. 

A petition for assessment of damages for the taking of the 
Blanchard land for Horn Pond Brook Parkway was filed in the 
Superior Court, but no actions of tort or contract were brought 
against the town during the year. 

The sale and conveyance of eleven lots of land north of 
Irving Street, authorized at the annual meeting, was carried 
through, and the details in connection with the taking of the land 
north of Swanton Street, authorized by vote of the Special Meet- 
ing in May as a place for ash and rubbish disposal, were attended 
to, including settlement with the owners. 

Claims have been investigated and close touch tae been kept 
with your board and with the other boards and the officers and 
committees of the town as well, and all required advice and 
assistance has been rendered.

REPORT OF MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE 


The Middlesex County Extension Service, in which Service 
Winchester forms one of several town components, is under the 
direction of a department of the Massachusetts State College at 
Amherst, which along with similar agencies in the other states, 
operates under a program sponsored by the U. 8S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

The purpose of this program is to stimulate study and re- 
search on the part of both young and old, particularly in mat- 
ters pertaining to agriculture, domestic science and good 
citizenship. 
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One important branch of this movement is the 4 H Clubs, 
composed of boys and girls between the ages of 10 and 18 years, 
and it is through a “‘Winchester 4 H Club” that this “Extension 
Service” has operated here during the past year. 

The club has an enrollment of thirty regular members who 
had victory gardens or other projects during the last season. 
Several of the members did a substantial amount of canning of 
their own products. 

Fifteen meetings were held in the conference room of the 
Public Library, at which information was presented by moving 
pictures, and literature which was distributed, followed by dis- 
cussions and reports of progress by members. 

Gardens were inspected during the season and garden liter- 
ature distributed by Miss Dorothea Harrison, County Garden 
Supervisor. 

Three demonstrations of canning were given in Winchester 
by the County Home Department of the Extension Service, spon- 
sored by local organizations. 

A very creditable showing was made by the members at The 
Winchester Victory Garden Exhibit. They filled one of the long 
tables with their garden, canning and poultry products. Thir- 
teen Ist, five 2nd and several special awards were made. 

“War Service Award” certificates from the Eastern States 
Exposition, in cooperation with The Agricultural Extension 
Service, have been presented to the Winchester 4 H Club and 
also to the individual members. 

Four prizes have been awarded for special merit at the 
meetings and quality of their exhibit. These prizes consist of 
a week’s stay at Camp Middlesex, Ashby, Mass., next summer.

The following is the report of the Board of Public Welfare 
and Bureau of Old Age Assistance. 


GENERAL RELIEF 


All of the chronic cases receiving this assistance are un- 
employable because of age or incapacity. Any decrease in general 
employment will result in a material increase in this category. 

We have had many cases which did not require financial 
aid but were rather in the nature of inquiries from people seek- 
ing counsel of a social nature. These were effectively treated or 
referred to the proper agency for handling. In each instance 
they were followed through to a successful conclusion.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


There was a slight decrease in the number of recipients due 
to deaths, transfers to other communities, and because of the 
fact that a greater number of persons are now in a position to 
contribute to the support of their aged parents. This latter 
reason has also served to reduce the number of new applications 
for this type of assistance. 
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The cost of this activity has not declined in proportion to the 
drop in cases. This is due to more liberal budgetary allowances 
necessitated by the increased cost of providing suitable care for 
our ageing recipients. This is borne out by the increasing num- 
ber of clients who have become bed-ridden and require nursing- 
home care. 


A number of proposals which would radically affect the 
Old Age Assistance program are currently under consideration 
by the General Court. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


Both the case load and costs for this category have remained 
fairly constant during 1944. We anticipate no appreciable in- 
crease in 1945. 


Local communities receive far less reimbursement from 
Federal funds for Aid to Dependent Children than for Old Age. 
Assistance. It is hoped that legislation to correct this inequality 
will soon be enacted. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Dr. Sheehy continues as Welfare Physician but is on a per 
call rather than on a contract basis. This change was made by 
mutual agreement because of the decrease of eligible cases for 
such assistance. Since the services of other physicians have 
been employed in some instances, Dr. Sheehy’s Report is not all- 
inclusive of the medical phase of our work in'1944. 

Detailed statements of receipts and expenditures are in- 
cluded in the report of the Town Accountant.

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REPORT OF WINCHESTER 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


December 31, 1944 


Your board wishes to report its activities for the year just 
completed. 

We have been confronted by many difficulties due to the 
times. Deterioration of equipment and man power shortage 
have contributed to our troubles. 

We have had two cases of Poliomyelitis reported in the 
town, but they were handled well by the attending doctors and 
did not reach the Paralytic stage. In spite of some rumors to 
the contrary, the cases were well separated and could not be 
traced to any public recreation source. Fortunately medical 
science is now able to diagnose this disease and in a large per- 
centage of cases to stop it before much real damage is done. 

Cases of the more common communicable diseases have 
been light and kept well under control. 

We have just completed a revision of our regulations re- 
garding control of communicable diseases to bring them up to 
date and to make them uniform with those of the State Depart- 
ment of Health. 


We have been fortunate in having the services of two grad- 
uate nurses on a part time basis to replace Miss Hope, who is 
still in the service. Mrs. Mabel B. Ross, whose previous years 
as regular health nurse assures us of her complete understanding 
of the work, assisted by Mrs. Kathleen L. Cameron until October 
first and starting November first by Mrs. Genevieve H. Corbett. 
Mrs. Cameron had to retire because of stress of home duties. 
Mrs. Corbett, a nurse of considerable experience, has been able 
to fit into our arrangements whereby Mrs. Ross works half of 
the week and Mrs. Corbett the other half. In this manner the 
health program of this department has been maintained. 


The Clinics held on Tuesday and Thursday have been well 
attended and the work is much appreciated.

A great deal of time, effort and expense has been put into 
a-study of the best method of conducting the Dental Clinic. 


With the cooperation of the School Department a survey of the - 


dental health of the school children of the town has been com- 
pleted. We found, as might be expected, that a great percentage 
of the children are well cared for by their own dentists. There 


are some cases, however, where the parents must be persuaded to ~ 


seek dental care for their children. We have set liberal stan- 
dards in accordance with the practice of other towns and are 
now in the process of eliminating those not entitled to the facili- 
ties of the clinic. By this process we hope to extend the services 
of our clinic to all those who are eligible. However, considering 
the effort expended we are far from satisfied with the results. 
There seems to be a lack of appreciation and responsibility on 
the part of some of the parents. We hope that the coming year 
will show more progress along this line. 


We are indebted to several of our local dentists who very 
willingly gave of their time to keep our clinic in operation during 
the illness of Dr. Raymond and wish to extend to them our 
hearty appreciation. 


The maintenance of the collection service for garbage has 
required considerable. attention. We have made an effort to 
consolidate the routes and eliminate duplication. We hope some 
improvement has been made. 


This year marked the retirement on pension of Patrick H. 
Craughwell, who was our sanitary inspector and foreman of 
garbage collection. Mr. Craughwell started to work for the town 
in February, 1904 and since then has been in the employ of the 
Board of Health most of that time. We have lost a good, faithful 
employee and we hope that he will enjoy his well earned rest for 
many years to come. 

The Board of Health operates the public dump about which 
there has been much discussion. Last year the town purchased 
for use as a dump a tract of land off Swanton Stréet that was 
formerly the site of the Puffer Manufacturing Company. How 
to use this land to the best advantage has been the serious con- 
sideration of the Board and the Special Committee appointed by 
the Town. We believe that a solution to the problem has been 
found to which all parties will agree. A full report will 
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be made at the next Town Meeting by the Special Committee 
after which we believe we can start to use the new site. 

We look forward to developing this site in a modern, sani- 
tary manner and feel that it will take care of the refuse disposed 
for many years to come.

There are three pretty well defined epochs in the develop- 
ment of our public library. The first period, when the library 
was housed in the Town Hall, was characterized by inadequacy 
of physical equipment, and by a staff which had no adequate 
background of education and culture, which is so essential for 
the proper administration of a library. 

In December 1931 the library moved into the new building, 
which has proved to be admirable in every way. At once the 
Trustees established a policy of requiring that new assistants 
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must have graduated from college or junior college, and must 
have some training in the technique of library administration. 
Unfortunately the period from 1931 to 1940 was a period of 
depression. The librarian, Miss Cora A. Quimby, was handi- 
capped in securing and retaining a properly educated and trained 
staff. It was a period of progress which, however, fell far short 
of the standards set by the trustees. 

The third period began with the administration of the pres- 
ent librarian, Miss Corinne Mead, on January 1, 1940. This 
report deals with the accomplishments of this period of five 
years. 


MEETINGS OF CIVIC AND CULTURAL ORGANIZATIONS 


One of the aims of the trustees ever since moving into the 
new building has been to make the library the civic and cultural 
center of the Town. The librarian has carried out this policy 
with enthusiasm, understanding and effectiveness. In 1943 there 
were 258 meetings of civic and cultural organizations with an 
attendance of approximately 18,400 people. In 1944 there were 
264 meeting's, with an attendance of approximately 14,000 people. 


EDUCATIONAL FILMS — MOVING PICTURES 


There has been a very considerable development in the use 
of educational films in our colleges and schools. Boston Univer- 
sity not only uses films in its curriculum, but has established a 
film lending library with a definite service. The Winchester 
Library was, we understand, the first library in Massachusetts 
to avail itself of this contract service the cost of which with 
special programs is $125 per year. Three years ago a projector 
was purchased and-given to the Library by some nineteen organi- 
zations in Winchester. (Recently the city council of Fitchburg 
appropriated money for a projector, and the Brockton Library 
raised money by private subscription for the same purpose.) 
Stimulation of reading has been the prime purpose of this pro- 
gram. This is one of the principal factors in accounting for the 
increase in circulation during the past five years. “Family 
Night” programs are planned to interest older boys and girls 
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and adults. Saturday morning programs of educational films 
are given for children from third grade through sixth. 


Books on the subjects of the films used on each program are 
displayed and talked about by a member of the Library’s pro- 
fessional staff. A special shelf of these books is maintained in 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Library. 


Both of these visual education programs have become so 
popular with the townspeople that a system of admission by 
ticket has become necessary in order to give equal opportunity 
to all to attend. We have received many expressions of appreci- 
ation of these programs from parents. 


The success of the educational moving pictures has attracted 
considerable attention. The Public Relations Division of the 
American Library Association has recently made a survey of 
public relations activities in thirteen public libraries covering 
geographically a large part of the country, for instance, libraries 
in Los Angeles, Chicago, Baltimore, Montclair, New Jersey, 
Winchester and Pittsfield, Massachusetts. Special mention is 
made of the moving pictures at our Winchester Library. 


USE OF MUSIC IN THE LIBRARY 


Recordings of fine music are played daily on request of the 
children or in planned programs. This has been made possible 
by the purchase from the Skillings Fund of a Magnavox record 
player, and by the purchase of records made possible by gifts 
of money from Mothers’ Associations and others. This adds to 
the pleasure and cultural growth of the children. Books about 
composers, musical instruments and music are tied in with the 
playing of records, which contribute to the children’s knowledge 
of good music. 


EXHIBITIONS IN THE ART GALLERY 


The Town provided in the new building an art gallery. It 
is clearly the function of the trustees to make the best use 
possible of it. This would be a duty which the trustees could 
not perform with any degree of success. The Art Committee of 
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the library, of which Mr. H. Dudley Murphy has been the Chair- 
man from the beginning, encouraged the formation of an Art 
Association which should assume the burden of securing exhi- 
bitions. This Association has been remarkably successful in 
arranging for almost continuous exhibitions of a high degree 
of excellence. 


GROWTH IN USE OF BoyYS’ AND GIRLS’ LIBRARY 


The Children’s Department has become increasingly alive 
in the past five years. The increase in the circulation of books 
from that department in that period exceeds 85%. There has 
been an increase of 95% in registered borrowers in this depart- 
ment in the same five years. 

The Trustees believe that this remarkable increase in cir- 
culation is due to the understanding sympathy and enthusiasm 
of the librarian, who has had experience as a children’s librarian, 
in visualizing the child mind, and in meeting its needs by the 
purchase of more and better books, the use of educational moving 
pictures, the use of music, story hours for the younger children, 
and the establishment of Reading Clubs, members of which read 
lists of recommended books and receive certificates if they have 
shown understanding of the books read. 


INCREASE IN CIRCULATION OF BooKS 
DURING THE-PAST FIVE YEARS 


Increase or decrease in circulation from year to year does 
not by any means mean an increase or decrease in efficiency of 
administration. Other causes affect this. For example, there 
has been during the past few years a downward tendency, due in 
large part to the absence in war service of many young men and © 
women, and to the engrossment of those at home in various war 
activities. We were asked by a trustee of a library in a surbur- 
ban town why it was that, with the general downward tendency 
in circulation during the last few years, the Winchester library 
actually showed an increase. We asked the Commission on Free 
Public Libraries to furnish us with the recent circulation in ten 
comparable towns, for the years 1939 (the year before Miss 
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Mead became librarian), 1940 and 1943. The following table 
was furnished us:

The result is surprising, comparing 1939 with 1943 (the 
last available figures) with 1939 the circulation of our library 
has increased 23 per cent, whereas the other libraries (except 
one which shows an increase of 10 per cent) show a decrease of 
from 6 per cent to 59 per cent. What is the reason for this 
remarkable showing? We believe that it.is the service to the 
community which has been outlined above—a service which is 
primarily due to the devoted, farsighted and able administration 
of our librarian. 


Of course the extension of the above mentioned services 
to the community cost something although we believe that the 
cost is slight compared with the value of service to the com- 
munity. If we should eliminate the educational films, the extra 
cost of the meetings of civic and cultural organizations with a 
slight increase for light and heat, the contribution to the Art 
Association, payments for extra janitor service, a sum not ex- 
ceeding $1000 a year might be saved. 

That our expenditures for the library are not excessive is 
shown by the per capita of population expenditure of the ten 
towns to which reference has been made. The average for 1943 
is $1.52 per inhabitant; the expenditure of the Winchester 
Library is $1.40. Omitting the highest, $3.01, and the lowest, 
$.84, the average is $1.44. 
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TRUST FUNDS FOR THE USE OF THE LIBRARY 


The trustees have been notified that under the will of the 
late Jere A. Downs the sum of $39,000 has been bequeathed to 
the Winchester Public Library. This bequest will become avail- 
able as soon as it is formally accepted by the Town. It is 
unrestricted as to use of income or of principal. 

While the present Board of Library Trustees cannot bind 
subsequent boards in determining to what uses the fund shall 
be put, the Board is of the opinion that it should not be used to 
effect.a reduction in the normal appropriations for the operation 
of the library, but to enrich the service of the library to the 
citizens of the Town beyond what might be regarded as a fair 
normal service. 3 


OTHER TRUST FUNDS FOR THE USE OF THE LIBRARY 
ZACHARIAH SYMMES FUND OF $757.52 


This is the balance of a fund left by Nancy S. Howe, daugh- 
ter of Zachariah Symmes, for a building site for a Town Hall 
and Library building. As the Town Hall had been built the 
Board of Selectmen voted to turn over the “balance of the fund 
to be expended under the direction of the Board of Library 
Trustees for the purchase of books of permanent value.” 


CHARLES W. BRADSTREET FUND OF $1000.00 


“The income thereof (to be) used in support of the Public 
Library ... under the direction of the Trustees of said library.” 


ABRAHAM B. COFFIN LIBRARY FUND OF $2000.00 


“For the purchase of books and writings for the Town 
Library.” 

A portion of this fund is to be used for the purchase of 
books and writings relating to psychology and psychical research.

By her will, in establishing this 
trust fund, she provided that the income “shall be used each 
year for the purchase of books for the public library, such books 
to be in addition to those provided from the ordinary revenues 
of the library.” In accepting the gift the Town voted that the 
Treasurer “shall apply the income for the purposes of the trust 

upon requisitions of the Board of Library Trustees.” 


FRANCIS E. SMITH, JR. FUND OF $500 
The income from which “to be used to purchase books, 
preferably nature books.” 


DANIEL B. BADGER LIBRARY FUND OF $500 


“The income of which shall be annually expended in the 
purchase of new books for the said public library.” (Not yet 
available. ) 


DIFFICULTY OF SECURING AND RETAINING QUALIFIED 
PROFESSIONAL LIBRARY ASSISTANTS 


The principal difficulty which has confronted the library 
ever since moving into the new building, and which has contin- 
ued during the past five years, is in securing and retaining 
qualified professional assistants. This is due primarily to the 
low basic salary standards and to the inadequacy of the appro- 
priations authorized by the Town. This difficulty is not confined 
to our library, for most libraries in Towns of our size are meet- 
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ing the same difficulties. The larger libraries often offer as a 
minimum salary a salary which is near our maximum. And 
the government agencies offer as a minimum a salary which is 
above our maximum. 

The difficulty is accentuated by the lack of a consistent 
policy in providing increases for length of service — the so-called 
“‘step-ups.”’ For years the trustees have endeavored to secure an 
annual increase of $100, but with only partial success. The 
policy of the Town should be definitely established in order that 
the assistants may be assured of an increase, based upon in- 
creased efficiency and satisfactory service. 


We want to do more than make a perfunctory acknowledge- 
ment of satisfactory service of the staff. The year has been a 
difficult one because the library was short-handed during the first 
half of the year, involving much extra work which has cheerfully 
been performed. The two vacancies in the staff were filled and 
the work of the new assistants has been thoroughly satisfactory. 
But it is not the professional staff alone which has rendered 
faithful service. Our Superintendent, Mr. Robert H. Eason, has 
shown the same qualities of devotion, resourcefulness, and a 
wide range of skill in the care of the building and its operations, 
that has made him invaluable to the library.

To the Board of Trustees of the Winchester Public Library: 


On January 1, 1944, Miss Doris A. Maxwell, Reference 
Librarian, assumed her new duities as Assistant Librarian leav- 
ing vacant the position of Reference Librarian. 

Miss Edith C. Cam, Catalog Librarian, resigned on May 1. 
Long and painstaking effort was spent in finding a well qualified 
person to fill this important position. On July 1, Miss Cynthia T. 
Kendall — Simmons College ’40 — was appointed to fill the 


a eal 
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vacancy. Miss Kendall came to Winchester from the Jones 
Library in Amherst where she was Catalog Librarian. 

There was difficulty also in finding a person with the special 
qualifications necessary for the position of Assistant to the 
Children’s Librarian which position carries with it duties in the 
adult department. The position was not filled until August 7 
when Miss Carol W. Noyes — Wellesley College ’42 — came to 
us from the Newton Public Library where she had valuable 
experience in the Boys’ and Girls’ Library and in various adult 
departments. 


BooKs LENT FOR HOME USE 


Again this year the war and issues connected with inter- 
national relations and peace settlements had a tremendous bear- 
ing on the use of books in certain subject fields. In the adult 
department books on the subjects of reconversion of war indus- 
tries, monetary considerations, post war employment and hous- 
ing were much in demand. There was marked increase in the 
use of current books on social problems, history, government, 
biography and religion. There was a large increase in the 
borrowing of pamphlet material. | 


Of the 141,458 books lent for home use during the year, 
78,078 were from the adult department and 63,353 were from 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Library. These figures represent an over- 
all increase in book circulation of 2.7% over the previous year 
and an increase of 7.2% for the children’s department for the 
same period. The circulation of books was 9.2 per capita which 
is 3.2 above the standard recommended by the Massachusetts 
Library Association for a library in a town the size of Winches- 
ter. 5914% of the population of Winchester are registered 
borrowers at the library. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


The very large increase in the circulation of juvenile books 
indicated above, was due in great part to the active programs 
initiated for boys and girls. 582 children were members of 
Reading Clubs in which 3,750 books were read and reported on. 
Books to be read were selected by the Children’s Librarian who 
used as a basis, the State Reading List compiled by specialists 
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in the field under the direction of the Division of Public Librar- 
ies of the Massachusetts Department of Education. 

Hobby Clubs were conducted by the Children’s Librarian 
during the summer to encourage the use of craft books. 

Story Hours were inaugurated in October and are now 
weekly programs given by Miss Noyes. 

The correlation of books of non-fiction with the educational 
moving pictures shown at the library had a distinct bearing on 
the increased use of books of science, biography, travel and 
history. Correlation of books with the music programs brought 
gratifying use of books on music, musical instruments and 
composers. 

Through interesting displays boys and girls were stimulated 
to read splendid books on currently important subjects such as 
inter-cultural relations, tolerance and on foreign countries where 
their fathers and brothers are fighting. 

The addition to the staff of a well qualified person to assist 


the Children’s Librarian was a valuable contribution to a richer - 


library program for the children of Winchester. 


BooKsS BORROWED 


Through inter-library loan service it was possible to fill 
requests for many special books not owned by the Winchester 
library. 67 such books were borrowed. The majority of these 
were lent by the Division of Public Libraries of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Education. The excellent service provided 
by this State Division makes it possible for the library to fill 
requests for books that are too specialized for a library the size 
of the Winchester library to own. . 

In addition to specially requested books, collections of books 
in foreign languages were borrowed for three month periods to 
augment the library’s small collection. 150 books were borrowed 
from the Division of Public Libraries in the following languages: 
Finnish, Italian, Russian, Spanish and French. 


REFERENCE SERVICE 


The position of Reference Librarian is now vacant so that 
the responsibility of the service is shared by the Assistant 
Librarian and the Catalog Librarian.

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It is unfortunate that the Winchester Library is without a 
full time Reference Librarian especially at this time when tre- 
mendous demands are being made on the reference services of 
all public libraries. 


MEETINGS HELD IN THE LIBRARY 


During the year 264 meetings were held in the library. Of 
this number 126 were sponsored by the following 26 Winchester 
organizations: Better Homes Garden Club, Boy Scout Council, 
Community Center Committee, The Fortnightly, 4 H Club, Girl 
Seout Council, Junior High School Associates Board, Mt. 
Holyoke College Club, Russian War Relief, Studio Art Guild, 
Winchester Art Association, Winchester Civilian Defense, Win- 
chester College Club, Winchester District Nursing. Association, 
Winchester Garden Club Board, Winchester Historical Society, 
Winchester League of Women Voters, Winchester Mothers’ As- 
sociation, Winchester Red Cross, Winchester Spanish Club, 
Winchester War Finance Committee, Winchester War Parents’ 
Association, Community Service Committee of the Winchester 
War Price and Rationing Board, Winchester War Records Com- 
mittee, Winchester War Veterans Advisory Committee, Win- 
chester Women’s Council. 

The library arranged and sponsored 138 meetings during 
the year. These fell into the following groups: 29 “Family 
Night” educational moving picture programs, 30 Saturday morn- 
ing educational moving picture programs for children, 8 Story 
Hour programs for younger children, 4 Pan American Evenings, 
4 State University Extension course meetings, 62 meetings of 
classes in Spanish, Portuguese, and French and 1 lecture for 
parents on good reading for children. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


The responses from the townspeople to the library’s limited 
programs of adult education seem to point to the need of a 
broadening of this service. Last fall requests were received for 
additional courses in foreign languages and in English and for 
courses in personality development, interior decoration, current 
events (evening course) and in children’s literature. The 
library was able to procure native instructors for the foreign 
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language courses it established. It invited the State Division 
of University Extension to give a course called ““The Enrichment 
of the Home” in the library. All courses were well attended and 
books on the subjects covered by the courses were borrowed 
intensively. 


EXTENSION SERVICES 


Book service to the patients and nurses at the Winchester 
Hospital continues to grow in volume: There was a 37% in- 
crease over the previous year in the circulation of books to 
patients. Book service to the nurses is particularly appreciated 
now that war time conditions make their work so very heavy. 

The En Ka presented the library with $50 for the purchase 
of new books for the hospital service. Three years ago they 
assisted the library to establish its work with the hospital by 
providing a book truck so indispensable to bed side book service. 

The continued cooperation of Mr. Frank E. Crawford, 
Business Manager at the hospital is greatly appreciated. His 
interest and support are of invaluable assistance in maintaining 
and improving the library service to the hospital. 

Miss Cynthia T.. Kendall of the Public Library staff is the 
Hospital Librarian. 

Book service was continued to the Winchester Home for 
Aged People. 

Collections of books were loaned to the schools on request 
of teachers. There was a circulation of 2,346 from these 
deposits. 

The library continues to have requests for book service in 
the outlying sections of the town. At the present time the li- 
brary has no branches or bookmobile with which to comply with 
these requests. . 


LIBRARY COOPERATION IN SERVICES TO 
WAR VETERANS 


The library cooperated with the Winchester War Veterans 
Advisory Committee by placing a room (formerly the Parents’ 
Room) at their disposal. While the need for special advisory 
services to Veterans exists the Parents’ Room book collection 
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will be found in the main floor book stacks. The room now used 
by the War Veterans’ Advisory Committee for a consulting and 
guidance center was furnished most attractively in maple by 
the En Ka Society. Easy chairs, lamps and rug give the room 
the informal home like atmosphere so necessary to the work to 
be carried on there. 

The library is building up its collections of vocational and 
rehabilitation materials and stands ready to coordinate its ser- 
vices with all town agencies set up to be of assistance to the 
returning Veteran.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the citizens of Winchester: 


Your School Committee submits its annual report for the 
year 1944. 


SCHOOL SURVEY 


Your Committee feels that the most outstanding achieve- 
ment for the past year has been the completion of our school 
survey. 3 

After a favorable sense of the meeting vote at the annual 
Town meeting in March, this Committee, at a special Town 
meeting in May, sought and was granted the sum of $10,000 for 
the purpose of conducting a comprehensive, impartial survey of 
our entire school system. 

The responsibility for the wise choice of a competent person 
to head up such a survey became ours. In making this selection 
the following qualifications guided us. The person considered 
_ should be one, (1) with recognized standing in the survey field, 
(2) with a moderately conservative philosophy of education, 
(3) removed from the State, and preferably New England, in 
order that the survey might have better public acceptance, and 
(4) with actual teaching experience, preferably at both elemen- 
tary and secondary levels. 

Your Committee interviewed or wrote the most competent 
and well known individuals and heads of institutions doing such 
survey work, extending from the East through the Middle West. 
After the most careful consideration of qualified candidates the 
Committee selected Dr. John Guy Fowlkes, Professor of Educa- 
tion, and Dean of the Summer Session at the University of Wis- 
consin. Dr. Fowlkes has either participated in or directed over 
100 surveys in different parts of the country. 

He brought with him to Winchester a staff of 12 assistants, 
each one a specialist in his particular field. This staff carried 
out an intensive and excellent study and appraisal of our entire 
school system. The complete report of this survey by Dr. 
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Fowlkes is being printed under separate cover, and will be avail- 
able for distribution to all interested citizens. 


The Committee is most grateful to the entire survey staff, 
and particularly Dr. Fowlkes, for the efficient and courteous 
manner in which they carried out their appraisal. The work 
was done with a minimum of inconvenience to the teaching staff 
and pupils. 

Following the completion of his findings, Dr. Fowlkes spoke 
at each of the five elementary séhools, and at the High School, 
giving a summary of the entire survey to parents and the general 
public. He also stated his 47 recommendations and followed 
each talk with a question period. 

Your School Committee, since its acceptance of this report, 
has given much time to a thorough investigation and examination 
of these findings and recommendations. As a result, the High- 
land School has already been turned back to the Selectmen. In 
accordance with a survey recommendation, the positions of 
teaching principals have been abolished and in their place three 
supervising principals will be appointed — one for the Wyman 
School, one for the Mystic and Lincoln Schools eombimed, and 
one for the Noonan and Washington Schools combined. As a 
result of this change the positions of building assistants will be 
abolished, these assistants no longer being needed. The Com- 
mittee has already planned a conference with Dr. Brownell from 
Duke University, North Carolina, to discuss the revision of the 
entire arithmetic curriculum. Finally, the Committee, in con- 
junction with a committee from the Teachers Club, is giving 
careful consideration to a new teachers salary schedule. 

The Committee anticipates that the report will lead to a 
series of constructive moves to correct the weaknesses which 
have been shown to exist in our schools. For the first time in 
years the Committee has been provided with information needed 
to guide important policy decisions. Thus we hope that the 
survey will prove to be a wise investment for the Town. 


SCHOOL FACILITIES 


This year marks the permanent closing of the Highland 
School, as already mentioned. Your Committee felt that the 
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step was necessary in order to give better educational facilities 
to the children in that district. These children were transferred 
to the Lincoln School, one of our finest elementary buildings, 
which was serving the Town well below its capacity. The results 
of this change have proved most successful. 

During the first building year after the war the Committee 
recommends the completion of the Junior High School building, 
which is about one-half of the originally.planned structure. The 
recommendation of the current survey was to make this a six 
year building. That recommendation will be studied in the very 
near future. 

The need for a new elementary school on the west side of 
Cambridge Street is equally pressing, and this building will 
undoubtedly come as soon as building materials are released. 
Thus the overtaxed facilities of the Wyman School will be 
relieved. 

Your Committee is recommending that the Town purchase 
this year two lots of land in the rear of the Mystic School. These 
will allow for an addition to that school when needed and will 
also provide more playground space. 


ATHLETIC FIELD 


At a joint meeting of the Park and School Boards it was 
decided that owing to the manpower shortage we transfer our 
High School athletic contests from Shore Road Field to Man- 
chester Field. The Committee then obtained permission from 
the Commonwealth to use this field, which is the property of 
the State, while the surface of Shore Road Field was being fur- 
ther studied by Professor Karl Terzaghi. The Park Board was 
most cooperative in carrying out this arrangement. 


SERVICE WITH THE ARMED FORCES 


The School Department now has ten teachers on leave of 
absence while serving with our armed forces. Of this number 
seven are men and three women. 

At the Committee meeting on December 4, it was voted 
that for the balance of this school year — any senior within six 
weeks of being 18 years of age, and in satisfactory standing in 
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his classes, either enlisting or being inducted into the armed 
forces of our country should be awarded his degree. 


MISS EDNA HAWES 


Your Committee regrets very much the great loss the en- 
tire school staff suffered in the death of Miss Edna Hawes. Miss 
Hawes came to us in 1910, teaching at that time in the kinder- 
garten of the old Prince School, and since 1925 has been in 
charge of the kindergarten at the Wyman School. Her kindness, 
patience and deep understanding endeared her to pupils and 
parents alike.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee: 


The school year ending in June, 1944 was a good year, des- 
pite several handicaps. The latter took their toll, however. We 
had no elementary school supervisor, and yet the need for super- 
vision and. coordination was obvious. New teachers especially 
needed the guidance which a supervisor could give. Our teacher 
of remedial reading resigned early in the fall to accept a position 
of elementary school supervisor in another system. Expert help 
in reading was then denied to about forty children. The high 
school which had had previously noteworthy guidance service, 
had to get along without expert guidance service when Mr. 
Swenson was drafted into the Navy. Mr. Graves has done much, 
however, among his other duties to lessen this loss. With a 
shortage of competent teachers, especially men, over twenty posi- 
tions had to be filled. (Over thirty positions had to be filled this 
past summer.) Several janitors left our service to obtain better 
pay in war work or in other positions. We are still short of 
janitors. I might continue. Suffice it to say, we have had telling 
handicaps. Nevertheless, the year was a good one. It was good 
primarily because the high quality of our teaching was main- 
tained. The most important factor in any school system is the 
teacher. While I am making a special public report on the recent 
school survey, I might say here in connection with teacher per- 
sonnel that on Page 324 (typewritten copy) of the Survey, is 
found the following: 

“The comments of praise many times outnumbered the 
words of criticism. The survey committee was particularly 
impressed by the high culture, personality and competency 
of the staff as they were of the fine teacher-pupil relations.” 

Again in the summary on Page 324: ‘“Winchester’s 
teachers are above average in efficiency, training and experi- 
ence. The Committee was particularly impressed by the 
fine personal qualities, scholarship and good teacher-pupil 
relations of these teachers.” 

I need not say that this did not just happen. 


OTHER MATTERS WORTHY OF NOTE 


1. Recognition of new educational horizons in an air age. 
An assembly of our junior high school students called 
“Our New Neighbors in the Air Age” is an example. Mr. 
Dickman describes the preparation for this assembly as fol- 
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lows: “The geography classes were divided into special com- . 
mittees, each with a definite responsibility toward the 
assembly. Selected committees worked on drawings, special 
lettering and maps, under supervision of the art teacher, 
during art periods, for both geography and art credit. Oth- 
er committees worked on properties, costumes and stage, 
under the supervision of the teachers of industrial arts. 
The glee clubs, under the direction of the music teacher, 
concentrated on the songs of the world for use in the 
assembly.” 

2. Education for racial and religious understanding. 

Much that is commendable is being done in all parts 
of the system. 

5. Continued Junior Red Cross Service. 

4. Sales of War Stamps and Bonds. in the schools. 

For the school year closing in June, 1944, these sales 
totaled $66,868.20. 

5.-Paper collection — newspapers, magazines, etc. 

57.8 tons valued at over $500. Twenty-six boys helped 
in curb collection of wastepaper in April. 

6. High School chorus participated in Winchester Radio 

Show in interest of United War Fund. 
Girl’s Ensemble sang at Greater Boston Luncheon on 
invitation of United War Fund Headquarters. 

7. Students, due to labor shortage, cooperated with Tele- 
phone Company in delivering latest issue of telephone directories. 
Winchester and Melrose headed list of towns in efficiency in this 
service. 

8. Cooperation with post-office authorities and merchants 
during Christmas week. Students helped to relieve the man- 
power shortage. 

9. Participation in Junior Town Meeting of the Air. High 
School was ably represented by James Ware. 

10. Group of senior boys addressed on Naval Air V-12 
programme. 

11. Advisory Board as part of Student Council organization. 
Its function will be to discuss with Principal matters brought up 
in Council meetings for the strengthening of the school. 


12. Our girls’ basketball team won every game. 


13. Unusual record for bovs of senior class. Twelve boys 
were on the scholastic honor roll at mid-year. 
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14, Introduction of course in Pre-Flight Aeronautics in 
high school. 

15. Red Cross assemblies in all schools to acquaint students 
with the significance of the Red Cross War Fund. 

16. The unusual in having a Mathematics Assembly, con- 
ducted by the Mathematics Club of the High School. 

17. In March, the following tests were given: A-12, V-12 
and Radio Technician. 

18. Minimum requirements in English for each course in 
each year were nearly completed by our high school teachers 
of English. 

19. Group of boys addressed on possibilities of rendering 
service as ambulance drivers in the Red Cross Field Service. 

20. Student Committee working with the Town Youth 
Guidance Committee establishing a Canteen. 

21. Girls of the high school addressed on the Cadet-Nursing 
programme. 

22. Our high school orchestra though small in number was 
of good quality. 

23. Establishment of the Aberjona Club in our High School. 
Membership for students who have done most for the School. 


Many of the things listed above might be grouped under the 
title “The Schools in the War Effort.’”’ Others show the growing 
tendency and a commendable one, for the schools.to project them- 
selves into the community life, sharing its benefits and assisting 
in its problems. 

Our High School continues its commendable record in 
giving students, so interested, the preparation needed for college 
and other institutions beyond the secondary school level. Sev- 
enty-three seniors have continued their education in institutions 
meeting their interests and needs. I refer you to Exhibit V at 
the end of my report. 


Thirty-seven seniors were placed in business positions by 
Miss Bronson, Head of our Commercial Department. 

While these 110 students (73 plus 37) make up a substantial 
part of the class graduating (159), namely 69%, our school is 
endeavoring to improve the type of education which the so-called 
general student elects. He is not interested in college prepara- 
tion, nor in commercial subjects, nor in going to a Trade School. 
His problem is legion throughout the United States. While we 
are still concerned with his problem, we have developed courses 
in Better Home Living for girls (few elect the course), Home 
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Care of the Sick, General Mathematics, Everyday Physics and 
Everyday Chemistry. The school needs, as I have pointed out 
in other reports, more industrial arts courses. It also needs 
fresh and refresher courses in the tools of learning — reading, 
language, arithmetic, and also modifications of other subjects, as 
well as introduction of new subjects. It is not entirely clear how 
this “general” student can be served best. His problem is 
national. 


DENTAL SURVEY 


We have cooperated with the Health Department in the 
dental survey conducted in all schools. We thank them and our 
local dentists for their cooperation in this survey. The data 
follows:

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Number of cards signed by parents or guardians to the 
effect that “it is not possible to take my children to the family 
dentist for an examination” — 340. These 340 were distributed 
by buildings as follows: 


High School — 24

Lincoln School — 120 
Mystic School — 2 
Noonan School — 132 
Washington School — 36 
Wyman School — 20 


We continue to be interested in reducing the number of 
children with dental defects. The number is still too high. The 
Board of Health is now considering the survey data. 

Our school physicians believe our students to be in good 
health. Dr. Moore, who has examined our girls in the Junior 
and Senior High Schools, in speaking of the data in her report 
says: “the figures ... indicate an excellent level of health.” Dr. 
Cunningham writes: “Of the pupils in Winchester public schools, 
only a very small percentage show evidence of inadequate med- 
ical and home care.” 


IN APPRECIATION OF MISS EDNA F.. HAWES 


In November, we all were shocked to learn of the sudden 
passing of Miss Edna Hawes, the beloved kindergarten teacher 
at the Wyman School. 

One of the chief aims of the kindergarten is to soe 
little children, making them cooperative members of society. 
The good kindergarten teacher seeks to do this while respecting 
the individual child’s personality. 

Miss Hawes accomplished this major objective to a very 
high degree. She understood little children and year after year, 
led them wisely in their growth and development. Her interest 
in little children, her competency and her energy were, to me, 
just as prominent in her last week of teaching as when I first 
saw her teach over twenty years ago. Year after year children 
had come to her and loved her, Iam sure. Family after family 
have been the beneficiaries of her noteworthy teaching service. 
The schools have lost one of their finest teachers.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the general 
accounts of the town of Winchester for the period from June 20, 
1943, the date of the previous audit, and of the treasurer’s books 
and accounts from April 1, 1944, the date of the last examination, 
to May 31, 1944, and submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions as shown on the books of the 
several departments were examined and checked in detail. 

The town accountant’s books were examined, checked, and 
compared with the records of the several departments in which 
money is collected or bills are committed for collection, and with 
the records of the town treasurer. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the records of the departments from which the 
treasurer received money and with the treasurer’s records. The 
payments, as recorded, were compared with the treasury war- 
rants and with the treasurer’s record of disbursements. 

’ An analysis was made of the ledger accounts, the appropria- 
tions and transfers being compared with the town clerk’s record 
of town meetings: and with the records of the finance committee. 
A trial balance was drawn off, and a balance sheet, showing the 
financial condition of the town on May 31, 1944, was prepared 
and is herewith appended. 

The books and accounts in the town treasurer’s office were 
examined and checked. The cash book was footed throughout, 
the recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with the de- 
partmental records of payments to the treasurer and with other 
sources from which the treasurer received money, while the dis- 
bursements were compared with the town accountant’s books 
and with the treasury warrants. The cash balance on May 31, 
1944, was verified by reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements furnished by the several banks in which town money 
is deposited and was transferred on June 1, 1944, to the newly- 
appointed temporary town treasurer. 

The reported payments on account of debt and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
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securities and coupons on file. The unpaid coupons were recon- 
ciled with a statement furnished by the bank in which such 
_ funds are deposited. 

The securities and savings bank books representing the in- 
vestment of the trust and investment funds, as well as of the 
municipal contributory retirement fund, in the custody of the 
town treasurer were examined and listed. The transfers to the 
town were verified and the income of the several funds was 
proved and found to be properly recorded. 

The records of tax titles held: by the town were examined 
and checked. The amounts added to the tax title account were 
compared with the collector’s records, the tax titles redeemed 
were checked with the receipts as recorded on the treasurer’s 
cash book, and the tax titles on hand were listed and compared 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the town collector were examined 
and checked. The commitments of poll, property, and motor 
vehicle excise taxes, and of special assessments were analyzed 
and compared with the assessor’s warrants, while the commit- 
ments of departmental and water accounts were compared with 
the amounts reported to the accountant. The receipts as posted 
on the commitment books were compared with the cash book 
record of collections, the abatements were checked with the 
assessor’s and departmental records of abatements granted, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the con- 
trolling accounts in the accountant’s ledger. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mail- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the accounts as listed are correct. 

The records of licenses issued by the selectmen were com- 
pared with the selectmen’s record of licenses granted and the 
payments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s 
and the town accountant’s books. 

The books and accounts in the office of the town clerk were 
examined and checked. The record of licenses and permits is- 
sued and fees received was checked to the cash book record of 
receipts from this source, the payments to the Division of Fish- 
eries and Game and to the treasurer and the cash on hand being 
verified. 
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The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 

The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures on account of sealing and adjusting weights and measures 
were examined and checked. The field books were checked with 
the cash book record of collections, the cash book was footed 
throughout, and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 

The records of receipts of the health department on account 
of licenses issued or services rendered were examined and 
checked in detail. 

The records of receipts of the police, fire, library and ceme- 
tery departments were examined and checked, the payments to 
the treasurer and the cash on hand being verified. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the 
records of all other departments which collect money for the 
town were examined and checked. 

During the progress of the audit, cooperation was received 
from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, I wish to express appreciation.
